CPSC aids 
ambulance 
chasers

LONG BEACH, ÇA, MAY 20 
Under an agreement between 
the Association of Trial Law- 
yers of America (ATLA) and 
the General Counsel of the 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission (CPSC), the CPSC helps law- 
yers suing manufacturers of allegedly- 
dangerous products even before CPSC 
investigations have determined that 
the products are definitely at fault in 
cases of consumer injuries. 

The October 30, 1980 agreement, 
signed by Michael S. Starr, General 
Counsel and Director, Professional 
Research and Development for the 
Association of Trial Lawyers of 
America and by Andrew Krulwich, 
General Counsel for the CPSC, states 
“It has been agreed that members of 
the CPSC staff will be permitted to 
periodically visit the offices of the 
ATLA Exchange at mutually conve- 
nient times for discussions with the 
legal staff of the Exchange and to . 
view Exchange files concerning dan- 
gerous and defective consumer prod- 
ucts.” 

The agreement also states that 
“This understanding has been entered 
into in the ħope that it will assist the 
CPSC in its efforts to reduce product- 
related injuries, identify and elimi- 
nate defective products and promote 
public safety. It is also hoped that the 
cooperation of our staff and our mem- 
bers with the CPSC will enable them 
to more effectively represent the inter- 
ests of those who have been injured 
by defective or dangerous products 
and to protect the public from such 
hazards in the future. We view this 
understanding as being in further- 
ance of these shared principles and 
objectives.” 

Nowhere in the agreement is there 
any mention of due process or fac- 
tual, without-a-doubt determination 
of a product’s defectiveness before the 
CPSC accepts material from or pro- 
vides material to the lawyers’ associa- 
tion. 

Members of the ATLA make their 
living suing manufacturers of var- 
ious products alledged to have injured 
a consumer or consumers. A finding 
by the CPSC that a product is defec- 
tive makes it easier for a product lia- 
bility attorney to either negotiate an 
out-of-court settlement with a manu- 
facturer or else convince a jury that a 
product is indeed defective and caused 
an injury. 


CPSC ATV Task Force 
Engineer Roy Deppa: 


No ATV 
“definable 
design 
inadequacy”

A restricted U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission in- 
ternal memo recently acquired 
by Cycle News indicates that the 








CPSC’s ATV Task Force Engineer 
found over a year ago that ATVs are 
not inherently unstable. The memo, 
dated May 3, 1984 and written by Roy 
Deppa, recently named Chief Engi- 
neer for the CPSC ATV Task Force, 
is titled “PSA #1147, Review of Infor- 
mation Relating to Mechanical Char- 
acteristics of All Terrain Vehicles 
(ATVs)” and was sent to Elizabeth 
Haught of the CPSC Compliance 
Activities Division. 

In his memo, Deppa reviewed a 
report written by ARTECH Corp. 
analyzing 44 injury incident reports 
involving ATVs as well as a CPSC 
“general discussion of some aspects 
of the dynamics involved in the per- 
formance of ATVs.” 

In his memo, Deppa wrote “‘The 
review of the In-Depth Investigation 
reports does not suggest any defin- 
able design inadequacy or other reme- 


diable characteristic. There may, upon ` 


further investigation, be a need, or at 
least a benefit, to be gained from 
standardization of the controls with 
those of motorcycles. 

“There appears to be a significant 
role played by the stability character- 
istics of the ATV in the incidents,” 
Deppa wrote. “As discussed in the 
ESES paper, the handling character- 
istics of the ATV are peculiar to the 
vehicle, and may require consider- 
able practice to master for true all- 
terrain use. In discussing the han- 
dling of the vehicle, it is difficult to 
discriminate between instability as a 
deficiency, and extraordinary maneu- 
verability as an asset. The very char- 
acteristics which make an ATV an all 
terrain vehicle, and are necessary for 
its use as such, can make it ‘tricky’ to 
handle. Although it may require sig- 
nificant practice to master the ma- 
chine in rough terrain, a beginner may 
readily ride the ATV in gentle ter- 
rain, due to the static stability of the 
tricycle configuration.” 

Deppa’s comments in his memo 
indicate that the CPSC has long had 
evidence contradicting the widely- 
publicized comments made by Com- 
missioner Stuart M. Statler that ATVs 
are inherently unstable and unsafe 
and should be banned and recalled 
on that basis. But the presence of 
such information in CPSC files did 
not and does not now sway Statler 
from his often-stated conviction that 
ATVs are unsafe and must be taken 
out of the hands of consumers.

The memo, written by CPSC Medical 
Director Albert F. Esch, M.D., to 
Nick Marchica, then Program Man- 
ager for the CPSC’s inquiry into 
ATV safety problems, responded to 
Marchica’s request for information 
on the risk associated with ATV use 
and minimum age recommendations 
for ATV riders. 

“In response to your request I am 
providing my opinion on the nature 
of the risk and age recommendations 
relating to All Terrain Vehicles 
(ATVs),”’ Esch wrote in the memo,

Kawasaki’s Jeff Ward continued 
his domination of 250cc class action, 
turning in a 2-1 score to notch his 
third win of the series. The reigning 
class champ, Yamaha’s Rick Johnson, 
was looking for a repeat of his win at 
High Point one year ago, but his 1-3 
tally left him second for the day over 
Honda’s Johnny O’Mara and Bob 
Hannah. Ward still heads the point 
chase over Johnson, 189 points to 
175. 

Action at the head of the class in 
the 500cc division again centered 
around Honda’s David Bailey and 
Yamaha’s Broc Glover, with the end 
result a l-1 win for Bailey. After los- 
ing to Bailey by less than.a second in 
moto one, Glover passed Bailey early 
in moto two but crashed — severely 
bending his handlebars. While Bai- 
ley cruised to the win, Glover stopped 
for repairs then threaded his way 
back through the pack to finish second 
once again. Kawasaki-mounted pri- 








vateer Phil Larson took third overall 
ahead of Hi-Point-supported Eric 
Eaton and Husqvarna’s Danny La- 
Porte. 

Clear skies and temperatures in the 
high 70s prevailed for the Racer 
Productions-promoted event. Addi- 
tional sponsors included Pittsburgh’s 
KDKA-TV2, Kawasaki Team Green, 
Braco Trailers, Hi-Point, Scott USA 
and Gear Racewear. 


125cc 


Kehoe, in his first year of a contract 
with Suzuki, was looking good as the 
first moto of the afternoon got under 
way. “Actually, I came out of the gate 
second (behind Kawasaki rider Ricky 
Ryan),”’ said Kehoe, “and I went into 
the lead heading into the second 
turn. It was pretty much clear sailing 
after that — until Ronnie (Lechien) 
got by me.” 

Lechien, who had won four straight 
motos heading into Mt. Morris, came 
off the start well within the top 10, 
but by lap three was into second — 
five seconds behind Kehoe. Suzuki's 
A.J. Whiting, Ryan, Yamaha’s Keith 
Bowen, Team Tamm’s Mike Beier 
and Honda Support rider Larry 
Brooks were strung out behind in the 
next five spots. 

Heading into lap eight, Kehoe and 
Lechien were running side-by-side, 
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Jeff Ward (2) and Rick Johnson (1) were back atit again in the 250cc class. 
The two traded moto wins but it was Ward with the overall. 


and Lechien snatched the lead 
momentarily. Kehoe came right back, 
pushing Lechien aside for the lead 
once more, but by lap nine, Lechien 
had the lead free and clear. Whiting, 
Bowen, Ryan, Beier, Kawasaki rider 
Billy Frank and Brooks trailed. 

On lap 10, Lechien began to slow, 
and Kehoe, waiting a few seconds 
behind, took the chance and blasted 
once again into the lead. “I hit a big 
rock on an uphill,” said Lechien, 
“and the rear tube got pinched. We 
had about six laps left, and I just had 
to ride the flat out. My biggest prob- 
lem was keeping Whiting back there.” 

While Kehoe cruised out front, 
Whiting was moving closer and closer 
to the struggling Lechien. On lap 15, 
one lap from the end, Whiting was 
close enough to Lechien to attempt a 
pass. “We were on the bottom of a 
downhill,” said Lechien, “and I was 
sort of blocking Whiting. He tried to 
get inside me right at the corner and 
went down. That was fine with me.” 

Kehoe scored his first National 
moto win by nearly 20 seconds over 
Lechien, while Whiting recovered to 
save third. Bowen, Honda support 
rider Guy Cooper, Ryan, Brooks, 
Beier, Frank and Suzuki’s Mike Hea- 
ley rounded out the top 10. ; 

Kehoe was again at the head of the 
pack in the second moto, and man- 
aged to avoid a pile-up in High 
Point’s second corner — a downhill 
right-hand sweeper. When the dust 
cleared, Lechien and Whiting were 
left on the ground with their bikes 
tangled. The two remounted at the 
very end of the pack. 

Kehoe pulled four seconds ahead 
of the battle over second — between 
Kawasaki Team Green’s Eddie Warren 
and Frank — by the end of lap one. 
Cooper, Brooks, Bowen and Beier 
were in a line behind the front three. 
Lechien took a quick spill at the start 
of lap two but immediately got back 
up in his spot in the last third of the 
pack. 

By lap three, Bowen pulled up 
behind the Warren/Frank duel and 
the three stayed in a tight formation 
for a half lap. Into lap four, Bowen 
made his move, first passing Frank 
then moving, ahead of Warren on a 
long uphill. With Bowen into second, 
some 10 seconds behind Kehoe, 
Warren and Frank resumed their dice. 

On lap 10, the first four were the 
same, but in fifth was a charging 








Lechien, with Cooper and Brooks 
occupying sixth and seventh. By lap 
12, as Bowen rapidly moved in on 
leader Kehoe, Lechien had swept his 
way past Warren and Frank into 
third. 

Bowen’s drive fell two bikelengths 
short — Kehoe won, and Lechien fin- 
ished a distant third behind Bowen. 
Warren, Frank, Cooper and Brooks 
followed the first three home. 

In winner’s circle, a sweat-covered 
Kehoe was bubbling. “I can’t wait to 
get toa phone and start making some 
phone calls,” said Kehoe. “First I'll 
call my dad, then my sponsors. This 
really feels great!” Suzuki team man- 
ager Pat Alexander patted Kehoe on 
the back then helped him open the 
champagne. Kehoe sprayed the crowd 
gathered around him then took turns 
kissing each of the three trophy girls. 


250cc 

Ward stormed out of the gate in the 
first moto and sped to a five-second 
lead over Johnson, Yamaha support 
rider Danny Storbeck, Bob Hannah, 
O’Mara and Northgate Honda’s Tom 
Carson after the first full circuit. 
Johnson crept closer and closer to 
Ward during the first five laps, while 
Hannah and O'Mara were circulat- 
ing the track within a bikelength of 
each other in their dice over third. 
Storbeck was running fifth ahead of 
Suzuki’s Scott Burnworth, Suzuki 
rider Brian Myerscough, Hannah 
Racing Products-backed Jeff Hicks 
and Suzuki Canada’s Ross Pederson. 

“I wasn’t having too much trouble 
keeping up with Ward’s pace,” said 
Johnson, who won last week’s Las 
Vegas National, “but he fell and it 
helped me close in. I finally got 
ahead of him (on lap eight) and 
pretty much rode my own race from 
there.” 

Ward stayed in a solid second, one 
to two seconds behind Johnson, while 
O’Mara finally succeeded in his 
repeated attempts to pass teammate 
Hannah on lap nine, “Johnny and I 
were having a pretty good race,” said 
Hannah. “‘It’s too bad there were two 
guys ahead of us.” Hannah also added 
that his left wrist — which was broken 
in late March — has healed and 
wasn’t giving him any problems. 

Myerscough moved up into fifth 
behind Hannah on lap 12, and in the 
last three laps there were no changes 
in the top five. Johnson, Ward and

O’Mara came across the finish line in 
the same order as their assigned rid- 
ing numbers — 1, 2 and 3. Hannah, 
Myerscough, Storbeck, Hicks, 
Burnworth, Pederson and Yamaha 
support rider Jim Holley filled out 
the top 10. 

As the second moto got under way, 
Ward headed the pack as it tore 
through the first corner — a high- 
speed left-hand sweeper. This time, 
O’Mara took up second with John- 
son, Burnworth, Hannah, Myers- 
cough, Hicks, Pederson and Storbeck 
in a chase behind. 

As the race entered the fifth lap, 
Ward enjoyed a five- to six-second 
lead over O’Mara, with Johnson in 
third but falling off the pace. “I was 
having trouble with my front fork,” 
said Johnson, “and no matter what I 
did I couldn’t catch up to O'Mara.” 

Hannah caught and passed Burn- 
worth late in lap five, and the only 
rider really on the move in the top 10 
was Myerscough Racing’s Myers- 
cough, who had lost several spots 
after starting fifth. On lap seven, 
Myerscough engaged in a dice with 
Hicks and Pederson, and managed to 
put both of them solidly away by the 
end of lap 10 to secure sixth. 

Ward kept up his pace and led the 
remaining seven laps to win by eight 
seconds over O'Mara, with Johnson 
keeping his third place over Hannah. 
Rounding out the top 10 were Burn- 
worth, Myerscough, Pederson, Hicks, 
Storbeck and Holley. 

“Winning the second moto did Jeff 
a lot of good,” said Ward’s tuner, 
Mike McAndrews. “In Las Vegas, we 
learned that things can happen — 
sand caused the chain to derail and 
Johnson beat him. Jeff was really 
disappointed with his ride in the first 
moto today; after he fell, he said he 
was making a lot of mistakes, but he 
rode his own race in moto two. Things 
are looking pretty good for us 
championship-wise.” 

Myerscough, back in action after a 
layoff of over a year due to his battle 
with the disease hypoglycemia, took 
a well deserved fifth overall behind 
Hannah with a 5-6 tally. 


500cc 
Reigning class champ Bailey was 








faced with a 22-point deficit behind 
leader Glover in the series point chase 
heading into Mt. Morris, and he was 
looking to trim off some of that dif- 
ference. Bailey got a good start in his 
bid by getting away clean with the 
lead over Bettencourt’s Honda’s Jo 
Jo Keller at the drop of the gate in 
moto two, while Scott/Hi-Point- 
sponsored Honda rider Todd Harrell 
slipped into third ahead of Glover. “I 
was out front,” said Bailey, “and I 
pretty much felt that I as long as I 
didn’t make any mistakes I could 
hang in there.” 

By the end of lap two, Glover was 
in a safe second, four to five seconds 
behind Bailey, while Keller was a 
solid third but already dropping off 
the pace of the two leaders. Yamaha 
rider Tim.Coombs had sliced ahead 
of Harrell into fourth, with Kawasa- 
ki’s Kent Howerton fifth. 

On lap. five, Howerton tangled 
with another rider on the bottom of a 


downhill, got a handlebar jammed- 


into his right knee, and retired for the 
day. “Kent has been helping us out 
with testing prototype components 
in the absence of injured Billy Liles,” 
said tuner Tom Morgan. “Kent wasn’t 
seriously injured, but since he isn’t in 
the point chase, he decided to call ita 
day.” 

By lap seven, Bailey and Glover 
were still 1-2 with Keller holding 
third, but Husky’s LaPorte had 
worked his way into fourth ahead of 
North Carolina resident Harrell, 
Yamaha support rider Scott Man- 
ning and Coombs. Manning later 
dropped out after crashing on a 
downhill. : 

Lap 14, the final circuit, was a bit 
unnerving for Bailey. “I came up on 
three guys that were having a race 
among themselves,” said Bailey, “and 
Broc was closing in — fast. They 
wouldn’t move over for anything. It’s 
hard for me to decide if they should’ve 
broken up their race and let me 
through, or just keep going on about 
their business. It was a difficult situa- 
tion, but it definitely came at a bad 
time; I lost nearly all of the four- 
second lead I had.” 7 

Bailey won over Glover — by less 
than two bikelengths — with Keller 
coming in over a minute later for

third. LaPorte, Harrell, Eric Eaton, 


‘Coombs and Phil Larson straggled 


in for the next five spots. 

The figure ahead of the horde at 
the beginning of moto two was again 
Bailey, with Glover pressing into 
second less than a half lap later after 


* passing Larson. But shortly into lap 


two, Glover wrestled past Bailey on 
the back section of the course and 
pulled away to the tune of three 
seconds. Keller moved up for an 
encounter with Larson, and pushed 
past into third behind Bailey. 

After leading for just over two laps, 
Glover was in deep trouble. “I guess I 
was out of control on that downhill,” 
said Glover, “and it was my fault that 
I went down. I hit the berm and the 
bike kicked inward; I tried to make a 
really abrupt turn before a stack of 
tires so I could make the jump that 
followed. I feel lucky that I didn’t get 
hurt.” 

Bailey rushed past before Glover 
had a chance to pick his bike up. “I 
went to grab the clutch lever to start 
the bike,” said Glover, “and the bars 
were bent down nearly to the tank.”’ 
Glover signaled to tuner Jon Rosen- 
stiel, and after one slow lap which 
dropped him to mid-pack, Glover 
pulled off for 20 seconds of trackside 
repairs. With the aid of a section of 
two-inch diameter pipe, Rosenstiel 
and Keith Bowen’s tuner, Ron Heben, 
bent the bars back to normal and 
Glover was back on his way. 

Bailey was off on a race of his own 
heading into lap eight, and Keller, 
who had assumed second after Glover 
fell, dropped way back after stopping 
to cure achain problem. Larson took 
over second ahead of Eaton, Gear- 
sponsored’ Greg Zitterkopf and 
Harrell. 

By the end of lap 10, a charging 
Glover had passed all but threé riders 
- Bailey, Larson and LaPorte. After 
getting around LaPorte, Glover was 





third behind Larson but Bailey was a 
minute and 12 seconds ahead. On the 
final lap, Glover managed to catch 
and pass Larson and finished a dis- 
tant second behind Bailey. Larson 
completed his ride in third to earn 
third overall, while Eaton, Zitterkopf 
and Harrell followed. LaPorte 
dropped back in the final laps and 
came through sixth to take fifth over- 
all behind Eaton. Harrell had a fine 
day; his 5-6 score earned him a sixth 
overall finish. a

“I felt I had the best drive off turn four and 
just enough extra to hold off any challenges 
to the checkered flag. I was right, but not by 
much,” said an elated Bubba Shobert after 


winning the Springfield Mile 
by half a bikelength over Ted 


Boody with Scott Parker no 


more than another half length 


farther back. Fourth went to Ricky 
Graham over Scott Pearson and the 
two weren't that far away from the 
top three at the finish line in this, the 
second round of the Stroh Mile Series. 


The Shobert/Boody battle at the 
finish was a replay of last year’s sea- 
son ending Camel Pro Series National 
at Springfield, only this time it was 
American Honda’s Shobert with the 
scant edge and not Boody and his 
College Bike Shop Honda. Both 
Boody and Harley-Davidson’s Parker 
have been playing second fiddle to 
Shobert on the miles with Boody fol- 
lowing him home in Sacramento and 
Parker doing the same at San Jose. 


Shobert’s fourth National win of 
the year and the 15th of his career was 
also the 12th mile National win for 
the Texan and that ties him with 
Hank Scott and Jay Springsteen as 
the winningest mile riders in AMA 
National history. 


Shobert padded his points lead and 
now holds a 20° point margin, 102 
points to 82, on Doug Chandler, who 
finished seventh on the day. Parker, 
at 76, leads Boody by one point, with 
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Pearson, at 64, holding fifth in the 
standings. 

The day was marred by an accident 
involving 16-year-old Randy Turbett 
during one of the Junior heat races. 
Turbett was listed in critical condi- 
tion from injuries sustained when he 


struck the guard rail after hitting the 


downed bike of Randall Lymar on 
the back straight. 

The program stretched nearly an 
hour and a half longer than normal 
due mainly toa larger than expected 
rider-entry of 68 Experts and 56 Jun- 
iors which extended time trials by 
nearly one hour. Delays. to accom- 
modate the television crew videotap- 
ing the race and a period where both 
ambulances were away from the track 
also contributed to the lengthening 
of the program. 

Qualifying 

Although numerous stop watches 
had Graham at record times during 
practice, by the time qualifying came 
around clear, sunny skies and a cons- 
tant breeze had conspired to evapo- 
rate the moisture from the track. 
Graham, the defending AMA Grand 
National Champion in his second 
race since breaking his left femur two 
months ago, turned in a 99.151 miles 
per hour, 36.308 second lap aboard 
his factory Honda to take the number 
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Alex Jorgensen (44), Scott Pearson (95), Scott Parker (11) and Roger 
Thompson early in the third heat race. Ted Boody came from behind to win. 





off his 104.203/34.54 track record. 
Wayne Rainey, on the Electro West: 
sponsored, Mert Lawwill-tuned Har- 
ley-Davidson XR750 clocked the 
second fastest time, with- Pioneer 
Truck Lines-sponsored Alex Jorgen- 
sen bringing his Honda in third fast- 
est. Harley’s Jay Springsteen took the 
pole for the fourth heat with fourth 
fast time. 

Gary Scott’s day came to an end in 
qualifying when ‘his Honda seized 
the rear cylinder. 


Heats 

The first heat was a long time in 
starting. First, Steve Morehead’s crew 
spent time changing plugs on his 
Harley before finding it was an elec- 
trical problem which couldn't be 
fixed in time. He went to the sidelines 
to join Tim Mertens, who had a sick 
Honda and had already scratched. 
The Gardner/Griswold Racing crew 
replaced the battery on Pete Hames’ 
bike just before the start. It proved to 
be a good move. 

Hames led at the start, but it was 


` Graham taking over off turn two on 


the first lap and sprinting ahead from 
there to the finish. Hames settled into 
a solid second after ashort battle with 
Peter Hook before Hook retired with 
mechanical problems and by the half- 
way point Hames had a comfortable 
margin over a third place battle 
involving Tom Maitland, Hank Scott 
and Randy Goss. 

Graham stayed out front on his 
way to an easy win, but Hames stead- 
ily lost ground to the third place tus- 
sle and became a part of it on lap 
seven before losing second to Scott 
and his Donabedian Racing Honda 
on the start of lap eight. Maitland 
quickly dropped Hames to fourth 
and the battle was on for the two 
direct transfers to the National behind 
Graham. Scott led the fight for second 
into turn one on the final lap, lost it 
to Maitland off turn two, and then 
regained it — with Hames in tow — 
going into turn three. The drag race 
to the flag saw Scott hold off Hames 
for second with Maitland finding he 
had no place to pass. Goss coasted 
across the finish line, with a dead 
engine to finish fifth. 

Rainey and Terry Poovey, aboard 
the Gardner/Patrick Racing Harley 
XR, engaged in a 10-lap battle in heat 
two with continual lead* swapping 
the order of attack. The two drew 
away from Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp Racing’s Chandler and left 
him to keep an eye on the six-rider 
battle behind him for fourth. 

Poovey, riding with a painful rib 
injury sustained at the San Jose Short 
Track National on May 4, led into 
turn one on the final lap with Rainey 
taking it back off turn two, Heading 
into turn three, it was Poovey with a 
slight advantage over Rainey which 
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he held off turn four and to the flag 
by a slim margin. Chandler was a safe 
third. The battle for fourth went 
right to the line with Ronnie Jones 
emerging from the middle to hold a 
two foot margin on Mike Hilley. 
Poovey had to be helped off his bike 
after the finish. 

Pearson and Jorgensen led the field 
at the end of the first lap in heat three 
with Rod Farris.coasting across the 
line with his engine sputtering from 
a broken gas line. He parked it. 
Parker quickly moved from a mid- 
pack start to third by lap two before 
being joined by Roger Thompson to 
make it a four rider battle for the lead. 
Parker had the advantage heading 
into turn one and sometimes into 
turn three, but on the straights when 
he led off the turns it was the Honda 
horsepower of Jorgensen and Pear- 
son with the advantage. 

Boody, after a slow start, moved to 
fourth, and when Parker parked his 
bike on the eighth lap due to an elec- 
trical problem, Boody moved into 
third to set the battle to the flag. 
Boody used the draft on the back 
straight'to move into the lead on lap 
nine and take the white flag with 
inches over Pearson and Jorgensen. 
Jorgensen slipped off the groove in 
turn three, leaving Pearson to attempt 
a drafting pass by Boody at the finish 
line. He came up a half bikelength 
short. Jorgensen recovered for third 
behind winner Boody and Pearson. 

The fourth heat quickly developed 
into another chapter of the Spring- 
field “Draft and Pass Show.” This 
time the players were Springsteen, 
Shobert and rookie Expert Chris Carr 
on the R&B Harley-Davidson-spon- 
sored XR. Shobert and Springsteen 
traded the lead during the first five 
laps with Carr watching — and learn- 
ing — from right in the middle of 
things. On lap seven, Carr took his 
turn in the lead as the three ran their 
high speed show with less thana bike- 
length separating them. 

Shobert led the beginning of the 
final lap and off turn two with the 
three running side-by-side down the 
back straight before Shobert emerged 
as the leader halfway through turns 
three/four. Carr held off Springsteen’s 
final challenge to take second behind 
Shobert. The heat was the fastest of 
the four to earn Shobert the pole for 
the National. 


Semis 

The semis, with two transfers up for 
grabs from each, continued the close 
racing. At the halfway flags in semi 
one, there were six riders in a wheel- 
to-wheel battle for the lead with 
Ronnie Jones playing locomotive on 
the train. Two laps later, Goss, witha 
new engine in his Freddie Spencer/ 
SuperTrapp Racing Honda, grabbed 
the lead after coming from fifth on 
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Wayne Rainey leads eventual winner Terry Poovey (18) in the second heat. 
Doug Chandler (10) was seventh in the main; keeps second in series points. 





the previous lap. Jones moved his GF 
Racing-sponsored Honda back 
around on lap éight and held it there 
through the start of the final lap with 
Goss and Maitland in tow. Goss 
regained the lead, but Jones drafted 
past and led off turn four with Goss’ 
final charge two feet short. Maitland 
was a bikelength back in third. 

Parker, having had the luck to 
make the semi via his ninth place 
finish in his heat, made the most of it 
and emerged from a four-rider battle 
to take the win over rookie Expert 
Don Estep. This finish was also 
decided by less than a bikelength. 
Estep, on the G.A. Simmons-spon- 
sored XR, tried his hardest to steal the 
win away from Parker, but couldn't 
quite do it. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Roger Thompson fell in turn one 
on the beginning of lap two of the 
LCQ to bring out the red flag and a 
full restart. Although not injured, 
Thompson didn’t rejoin the field. 

On the restart, Jimmy Filice, Dave 
Durelle and Canadian Jon Cornwell 
moved through the ranks of the seven 
rider pack going for the lead to emerge 
as the frontrunners by lap seven. Dan 
Ingram joined the battle, then slipped 
off the groove in turn four and was 
out of it. Cornwell took the lead from 
Filice in turn three on the final lap, 
but it was Filice’s turn at the finish as 
he pulled out of Cornwell's draft to 
flash across the line a scant six inches 
in front for the win and the last ticket 
to the National. 


Junior National 

Brian Atherton and Winkie Freitas 
continued their battle for the Junior 
National Championship with Ather- 
ton taking his fifth straight win in 
the series. Freitas, who has won three 
Junior Nationals, finished a strong 
second to maintain his lead in the 
point standings. 

Atherton, the fast Junior qualifier 
at 95.240 miles per hour, 37.799 


seconds on his Ron Wood Racing- . 


sponsored 500cc Wood-Rotax, quickly 
grabbed the lead in the final with 
Wade Cummings holding off Freitas 
and Brad Furlong. Freitas, the second 
heat winner, moved into second by 
lap five of the 12-lap race with Fur- 
long in tow. Dan Knecht and Curt 
Cannon crashed on the next lap in 
turn four to bring out the_red flag. 
Cannon sustained a broken leg. 

On the restart, it was an instant 
replay of the same show with Ather- 
ton out front and Freitas holding off 
a determined Furlong. The three 
played it out to the finish as Atherton 








picked up some breathing room while 
Freitas was only one length up on 
Furlong. 

“T'm beginning to like this,” said 
Atherton of his five straight wins. “I 
hope I can catch Winkie in the points 
race and win the title, but it could be 
hard if he keeps finishing second.” 

“I thought I might be able to make 
a move on the final lap,” said Freitas, 
“but the track changed so much that 
my combination wasn’t working as 
well as I wanted it to. My tuner, Dave 
Bird, built me a really strong engine, 
now it’s up to me.” 

“Brian and Winkie had motor on 
me,” said third place finisher Fur- 
long. “I knew I had to use their draft 
if I wanted to stay with them and 
that’s what I did. 


National 


The field for the National was cut 
to 16 when Springsteen scratched 
from the field. The sickness which 
has haunted Springsteen for over six 
seasons once again robbed the fans of 
a chance to see the former three-time 
Grand National Champion in action. 

“The key to winning will be get- 
ting the right drive and leading off 
turn four on the final lap,” said Sho- 
bert before the start. “You want the 
lead rather than to have to draft past 
someone for the win.” Boody and a 
number of other Honda riders con- 
curred. 

Shobert chose the outside pole 
position—next to the grandstand and 
right on the groove—on the 6-6-4 
three row grid with Graham, Ronnie 
Jones, Boody, Carr and Hank Scott 
alongside. 

It was Graham with the holeshot 
into turn one, but Shobert led com- 
ing off turn two, with Graham, Parker 
and Rainey behind. Shobert continued 
to hold the lead through the first five 
laps. 

Poovey was the first rider to retire 
as an engine problem sent him to the 
pits. Rainey and Filice were both 
slowing with engine problems which 
would eventually end their rides before 
the National was half over. 

The lead draft involved five riders 
— Shobert, Graham, Jones, Parker 
and Pearson — with Shobert barely 
maintaining the lead at the start/ 
finish line through the first seven 
laps. A similar battle for sixth with 
Carr leading Boody, Chandler, Hames 
and Jorgensen took place not far 
behind the lead group. 

» On lap seven, Graham took over 
the lead, with Parker in front on the 
next go around and Shobert battling 
Jones for fourth. Parker led off turn 
four with Graham — on the grand-

stand side — and Shobert, on the ` 


inside, flanking him as they passed. 
Graham took the advantage at the 
line. 

Boody, on the mave, made the lead 
pack a six rider one on lap nine as he 
moved into fifth over Carr. Hames, 
with a badly chunking rear tire, came 
to the pit entrance, stopped to confer 
with his pit crew and then continued 
at a reduced rate of speed around the 
track. s 

Parker, Shobert and Graham con- 
tinued to trade the lead while Boody 
inched his way into a challenging 
role before dumping Parker and 
Graham to third and fourth on lap 
12. The next time around, Boody 
moved past Shobert to lead at the 
halfway flags over Parker, Shobert 
and Graham with Pearson and Carr 
right behind. Jones continued to lead 
the fight for seventh over Chandler 
and Goss with Jorgensen the fourth 
member of the party. 

Lap 15 saw Carr and Parker, run- 
ning fifth and sixth, lose touch with 
the front four after running high in 
turn one. The gap narrowed a bit on 
laps 16and 17 before closing back up 
on lap 18. 

Somehow, what might have been a 
disaster was avoided just as the lead- 
ers were to start lap 18. Boody led by a 
bikelength as Graham and Shobert 
again went for a flanking pass, only 
this time there wasn’t any room for 
Graham on the grandstand side and 
he sideswiped the wall before boun- 
cing out toward Shobert. Luckily, 
Shobert was able to move and give 
him room to get things under con- 
trol. Graham did just that and led the 
next lap. 

“There had been room to make a 
pass on the grandstand side on the 
two laps before,” said Graham after- 
ward. “When I went for it, there 
wasn’t any. I was committed, but 
luckily I bounced off the wall and 
Boody was far enough ahead that I 
didn’t tick his rear tire or it could 
have been a bad accident.” 

The front five remained in constant 
flux through lap 24 with Shobert, on 
lap 22, running fifth and wondering 
— he was to say later — what he was 
going to do to pull it out. Carr was a 
lonely sixth with Goss and Chandler 
going at it before the engine in Goss’ 
bike became ‘ʻa total loss” three laps 
from the end. Jones and Scott then 
debated eighth with Scott taking the 
upper hand. Estep, in 10th, was the 
final rider running at speed. 

Boody, whose advantage was in 





turns one and two, led the start of the 
final lap with Shobert, Parker, Gra- 
ham and Pearson on his rear tire. 
Shobert took the lead on the back 
straight, led into turn three, held 
through turn four and poured on the 
steam as he headed for the checkered 
flag. Boody inched up alongside as 
Parker did the same to Boody. It was 
Shobert at the line. 

“I believe that was the toughest 
race I've ever ridden,” said Shobert. 
“It was wide open all the way and 
when I got dropped back to fifth near 
the end I thought things were all 
over, and I thought things were all 
over earlier when Ricky smacked the 
wall and then almost hit me, but that 
worked itself out also. Today was a 
good day all around.” 

“T couldn't seem to get things work- 
ing in the first half of the National,” 
said Boody. “In the last half I really 
began to cook. I wanted to lead off 
turn four on the final lap, but Scotty 
got in my way as I tried to put a drive 
on Bubba and that cost me because I 
didn’t have enough momentum to 
reel Bubba in.” 

“I gave it everything I had,” said 
Parker. “If I can get three more horse- 
power, the Honda riders are going to 
have problems.” 

Graham was left shaking his head 
after the finish. “I was concentrating 
so hard I didn’t see the white flag and 
didn’t realize there was one lap to go. 
The checkered flag surprised the heck 
out of me. It was a great race regard- 
less.” ®

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How To: 
Be a Motocross Star!

Part Two: How to cope with life on the road 


In the first part of my series I discussed how to start planning your career, and 
now I'd like to tell you how to approach life ọn the road once you start following 
a race circuit full-time, like I do. 


I spend over 50% of my time on the 
road. It’s good if you can find some- 
one of your riding caliber and physi- 
cal condition to travel with. It makes 
things a whole bunch more fun. 
Sometimes when you're traveling 
alone and driving long distances it’s 
easy to get depressed, and to put off 
riding and training. When you have 
a good traveling partner, you can 
keep each other in a good mood. 

I had some lucky breaks when I 
first went on the road, like when I 
raced the Florida Winter-AMA Ser- 
ies. My dad (Gary Bailey) knew the 
Frances at Daytona Speedway, and 
we got to stay at the track while we 
were down there. I slept in my van, 
but I had a shower there to clean up. 
There was also a practice area about 
two miles away, so I’d gas up in the 
morning, ride by bike ‘across the 
highway, and practice. Other guys 
were staying in hotels, which cost 
more, and they’d have to load every- 
thing up to go practicing. 

It’s a good idea to build up.a net- 
work of people around the country 
where you can stay and ride. I know 
Hannah has friends all over the coun- 
try where he stays, and where he can 
ride whenever he wants. If you have 
to go out and search for a place to 
ride, it can be a drag. You may spend 




















all morning searching for a place, 
and when you get there, 50 trail riders 
are all over the place going in two 
different directions. 

Stay tuned and ask a lot of ques- 
tions when you travel. If you try to do 
everything yourself, it'll be a lot 
tougher. 

Once you get past the privateer 
stage and land a factory ride, things 
start to change. I thought I’d walk 
you through one of my trips to a 
supercross race, so you can see how I 
coordinate all the important factors 
into a smooth operation. 

Honda sends me a sheet that tells 
me where we're supposed to be and 
what motel to stay at. It’s my job to 
find the nearest airport to fly into, 
and to book my flights and reserve a 
rental car. I have a travel agent who 
books that stuff, and my mom (Dar- 
leen Bailey) usually follows up on it 
for me. I fly coach, because that’s 
what Honda pays for. I could fly first 
class, but I’d have to make up the 
difference in price. 

Honda gives me a certain amount 
of money for each day I’m on the 
road. It’s a fixed rate that we go by the 
whole year. I try to save as much 
money as possible; when I'm in Cali- 
fornia I usually stay at Johnny 
O’Mara’s house. That’s still the name

of the game, to make as much money 
as you can. 

Ona supercross week I'll fly in on 
Wednesday night or Thursday morn- 
ing, so that I can do press day (at the 
stadium on Thursday). One of my 
Honda teammates will usually be 
there, and then we'll get together to 
go riding of play some golf. It’s 
always a good idea to get some riding 
in, and someone always seems to 
know where a good practice track is. 

As far as my rental car, I don’t care 
what I get. They're all pretty well 
abused; most of those I get eat gas, 
steer themself, and are slower than a 
bicycle. I just get a mid-sized and go. 
Lechien likes to rent a Camaro Z-28, 
but he’s younger. I used to do that, 
too. 

One thing I always do is to get the 
extra insurance that goes with the 
car. You never know when someone 
like Barnett will run into the back 
end and your car’s suddenly two feet 
shorter, and that’s hard to explain to 
Hertz. The insurance is a good 
investment. 

I like out-of-the-way motels. I can 
get involved and talk forever at the race 
headquarters motel, and end up stay- 
ing up too late. I get too nervous and 
lose sleep; girls are usually running 
around trying to find Bob Hannah, 
and they're knocking on my door 
asking where he’s at. You can stay 
away from that and find a quiet 
motel, go out by the pool, and relax. I 
like a nice comfortable room with 
restaurants and stores nearby, because 
sometimes I like to walk right from 
my room to the store. 


I like to stock up my room with 
Gatorade and some bread, so I can 
munch and have a drink. Most of the 
time I’m not too excited about drink- 
ing motel water, so I like to dilute my 
Gatorade a bit and sip on it when I 
walk by. It’s good to have around, 
especially if it’s going to be a hot 
weekend. 

I always like to eat Italian food 
while I’m on the road. It digests 
quickly, while a steak will stay with 
me and make me sluggish. Light 
foods make you feel more spunky and 
ready for the race. Eat what you eat 
regularly, don’t change your diet on 
race night because you read that some 
certain food is good for you. Stay 
consistent with your diet. 


When I have free time on the road, 
shopping centers are a good time. I 
find little gadgets that keep me occu- 
pied, or I'll have an Orange Julius 
and walk around. There’s usually a 
health food store where you can get 
energy wafers or protein bars for race 
day, or you can catch a movie the 
night before a race. 





I really like movies. It relaxes you, 
and I get locked into it until it’s over. 
I forget where I am and what I’m in 
town for while I’m at the movies, and 
that’s good. There’s no need to sit the 
whole night before the race and think 
about racing. If you've been prepar- 
ing properly all week for the race, ° 
things will come naturally on race 
day constantly thinking about the 
race the night before will only make 
you more nervous. 

Many times we'll go find a rac- 
quetball court and play a game or 
two. It’s fun, it doesn’t take a lot out 
of you, it’s good for the circulation, 
and it keeps you loose. O’Mara and I 
like to find driving ranges and golf 
courses to pass time quite often. 

When I run, I always end up rac- 
ing. I try to put some distance on the 
guy I’m with, and I consider running 
as part of my race preparation. I don’t 
find it that relaxing. If you’re too 
relaxed, I don’t think that’s a good 
idea. Running needs to be intense, 
unless it’s on a Monday and you're 
running to smooth out a couple of 
sore spots. 

I check in at home regularly when 
i’mon theroad. I'll call my mom and 
talk, or my girlfriend Gina if she’s 
not with me. I'll be in my motel and 
there won’t be anything on TV, soT'Il 
call home and see what mail came, 
and see if Honda sent me money. 
Now that I own Lake Sugar Tree MX 
Park, I like to check on that, and I 
like to see if my soccer team won or 
lost (I sponsor a grade-school team in 
Virginia). I also like to check on my 
little brother Mitch — he’s been in a 
few break-dancing contests and I like 
to know how he did. 


As far as the people and fans at the 
races, there are certain people I like to 
stay away from. There was one guy at 
Hangtown who got on everybody's 
nerves. Some people come up to you 
and don’t know what to say; it’s like 
if I ran into Steven Spielberg. 

I’m an athlete and havea job todo, 
and people come up to me and say, 
“Are you racing Sunday?” They don’t 
know how to make conversation, but 
I don’t answer back in a sarcastic 
way. I realize the guy is nervous, and 
he thinks I am a star, even though 
what I do seems natural to me. 

Some people, however, really get 
on my nerves. They get real personal 
and ask me how much money I make 
or things on that order. Then I know 
it’s time to split from the guy and 
make a beeline away everytime I see 
him. 

There are other people I enjoy talk- 
ing to. You just can’t get too locked 
in. I used to stay out late and talk, and 
I found I ended up not having enough 
time to myself. I like to talk to fans 
after the races, unless I have some- 
thing really important to get home 
for, or if I’ve had a totally lousy 
night. Sometimes I do terrible, and 
fans will come up and tell you “You 
were great!” Sometimes I just can’t 
deal with that. 

Part of life on the road is talking to 
the fans; that’s part of my job. It’s 
good to sit around and sign auto- 
graphs. The fans only get to see you 
with all your gear on, and they like to 
come by after the race to see what you 
look like, take pictures, and ask ques- 
tions. It’s good to have a strong rela- 
tionship with the spectators. 


I hope you now have a pretty good 
idea of what it’s like to be on the road. 
Other riders may budget their time 
differently, but this is the system that 
works best for me. 

In the next part of my series Ill be 
talking about mental attitude. If I ` 
don’t have my head right it’s almost 
impossible to win races, and I'll give 
you a few pointers on how I work 
towards a winning attitude.” e

Widowmaker Hillclimb: 


McCoy first over; 
Peterson still champ

SALT LAKE CITY, UT, MAY 19 


Salt Lake City’s Bees M.C. laid out their idea 


of an unclimbable hill for the 22nd annual 
Widowmaker Hillclimb, and California rider 
Russell McCoy was the first to top 


the infamous hill and embar- 
rass the Bees in front of 20,000- 
plus spectators. Crowd sympa- 
thies were vocally in favor of the 


riders during the 1 1-and-a-half hours 

the contestants attempted to take the 
bite out of the “Widow.” 

Unfortunately for the Bees, McCoy 

was merely the first öf 11 riders who 

_ topped the hill, though the 1500-foot 





climb was inarguably the toughest 
Widowmaker course ever. 

The Bees put on a good effort this 
year to stop riders from seeing the top 
of the hill. They instituted rule 
changes that kept riders from riding 
two classes on the same bike or shar- 
ing bikes. The rule that was the 
undoing of the aging-but-still- 
poisonous Widow was the division of 
the Exhibition classes so the little 
bikes could run against themselves. 





Hillclimbing champ Kerry Peter- 


son and local ’climber Mel Kimball | 


Jr. were the big money winners of the 
weekend. Peterson took the top spot 
in both money-paying Exhibition 
classes. Peterson grabbed his wins 
without being the first rider over in 
either class, despite receiving a terri- 
ble injury to his right arm a short six 
weeks before the climb. 

Peterson has become a perennial 
favorite with the Widowmaker crowd 
while winning the past three events 
— the last of those wins retiring the 
Widowmaker perpetual trophy. 
Though he and his now-legendary 
1500cc, nitto-burning-fuel-injected 
Harley, and recently his Honda two- 
stroke 500, are always serious threats 
in hillclimb competition, Peterson 
was rumored a no-show this year. 

An accident at a hillclimb six- 
weeks previous ended with one of the 
intimidating steel paddles wrapped 
around his Honda 500’s rear wheel 
imbedded in his arm. He was ina cast 
for two weeks, then underwent exten- 
sive, daily physical therapy to regain 
sufficient use of the arm to ride. 
Though he was up to 60% strength in 
the arm by the time of the event, he 
was further handicapped since he 
had made major modifications to his 
proven Harley that couldn’t be tested 
in his convalescence. j 

Twenty-two-year-old Kimball, rid- 
ing the Widow for the llth year, was 
a real threat to win and looked awe- 
some while topping the hill four 
times in five attempts. Two of those 
climbs were good for second place in 
both Exhibition classes. He picked 
up an extra $1000 for winning the 
Pepsi Shootout, a race at the end of 
the competition day for the top 10 
riders in each Exhibition class. 


700cc Exhibition 


McCoy was one of the early riders 
out in the morning. His ride was the 
slowest of the riders who actually 
topped the hill, but he faced a rela- 
tively virgin hill with sage brush cov- 
ering the first 900 feet. After the brush 
was an ess turn that was more like 
two 90-degree turns — a tight right- 
hander onto an off-camber that led to 
a loose, rocky steep uphill left turn. 
Those turns were there to kill a rid- 
er’s run at a vertical rock face about 
10-feet tall located at the 1100-foot 
mark. McCoy was first to successfully 
deal with the face. Later in the day, 
when riders hit the ledge, the steel 
paddles on the rear wheels of their 
bikes wore grooves into it so it was 
less steep. That gave McCoy the $1000 
prize for being the first rider to top 
the Widow. 

In the first of four good runs, Kim- 
ball put his Yamaha YZ490 over the 
top to become the second rider over 
for the day and the second rider from 
Utah to ever go over the top. He also 
went over on his second run in this 
class, and the fastest of those runs 
gave him second place. 

The first test of World Hillclimb 
Champion Peterson’s arm was his 
first run on his sanitary American 
Honda-sponsored CR500R. Standout 
features on the machine were a Cal- 
Fab aluminum swingarm and an 
extremely healthy Klemm Research 
modified engine. The entire bike was 
so clean that it appeared to have come 
from the showroom as a hillclimber. 
The bike wasn’t the only sanitary 
thing about the run. Peterson de- 
scribed the run — the fastest run of 


- the day at 35.32 seconds — as perhaps 


the most perfect run he had ever 
made. That run gave Kerry his first 
class win of the day. 

A total of eight riders went over the 
Widow in the 700cc Exhibition class. 
Third place went to Kimball's brother 
Kenny, who also rode a YZ490. Fourth 
was Dave Turner. 











The Kimballs are one of the big 
families of Utah hillclimbing, but 
the other big family affair in the state 
is the Whitlock family. They had two 
brothers in the top 10 as well. Rod 
Whitlock. went over on a YZ490 for 
fifth, and brother Travis was 10th at 
1241 feet. In the Pepsi Challenge, 
Travis, at 14-years-old, became the 
youngest rider ever to tame the hill, 
on a Yamaha 1100. Mark Lenhardt 
went over for sixth, Mark Cox did 
likewise for seventh and McCoy, by 
virtue of the slowest run over, was 
eighth. Greg Ditmar was ninth at 
1300 feet. 


Open Exhibition 

Peterson had to wait until his sec- 
ond run to win the Open class, since 
he bailed at the ledge on his first run 
on his Harley. He set fast Open 
Exhibition time on the second run to 
win the class. Many of the spectators 
commented that the run on the Har- 
ley was one of the most amazing 
things they had seen in motorsports. 

The rider closest to Peterson was 
Mel Kimball, who was mounted on 
the same type of four-cylinder Honda 
in a single shock frame that has 
become quite common in timed-speed 
climbs. Kimball topped the hill on 
his first turn to set the second-fastest 
time and claim second. Jim True, the 
first rider to top the new, higher 
Widowmaker in 1976 on a Harley, 
finally got the bugs worked out of his 
YZ980 to take third with third-fastest 
time. He had not topped the hill 
since 1976. His bike is constructed 
from two YZ490 top ends on a hand- 
made crankcase with a Honda 750 
transmission attached. 

Tom Elmore came from Illinois to 
be the first rider to top the hill ona 
Kawasaki four-cylinder, an 1100, and 
take fourth. The first Utah rider ever 
to tame the Widow, Lance Lund- 
green, was back this year with a 
Yamaha FJ1100 for the Big-Bore class. 
The bike looked entirely too stock to 
handle well enough to get over the 
ledge or around the ess-turn. He had 
a different fork and front wheel and, 
naturally, an extended swingarm and 
paddle tire, but the rest of the bike 
looked painfully stock. He was the 
slowest of the riders over the top, but 
he looked awesome in the attempt. 

Spectators’ choice in the Open Ex- 
hibition class was Charles Ford and 
his Suzuki GT750 water-cooled two- 
stroke. The bike had two rims in the 
rear with paddles welded all the way 
across; it also screamed like a banshee 
and threw a mammoth roost. Ford 
pleased the crowd immensely by hit- 
ting the ledge at the steepest point 
and then jumping the bike over it. He 
didn’t go over, but he was a hero with 
the crazies gathered at the ledge. 


Sportsmen 

Expert and Sportsmen class riders 
ran for trophies on a different hill 
about 30 feet from the Exhibition 
hill. Neither class got a run at’ the 
hill; Sportsmen are not allowed to 
run fuel or paddles or chains on the 
tirés, even though they are allowed 
extended swingarms and cut rubber 
tires. 

Richard Murdock won the 250cc 
Expert class on an extended ’82 Honda 
CR250 with a 395-foot run, and Chris 
Boice was third. His 364-foot run was 
only two feet short of second place 
Paul Svenvold’s 366. 

Carl Collier proved the horsepower 
of the new Kawasaki KX500 by top- 
ping the 500cc Expert class with a 
841-foot run. Travis Whitlock was 
second at 741 feet. 

Canadian woman rider Brenda 
Pierson — a Widowmaker regular — 
topped the new Women’s class witha 
339-foot run on a 750cc Kawasaki tri- 
ple. e

that Freddie Spencer could use in the 
500cc class next year. 

Honda’s engineers never dropped 
the project completely — and are 
now close to the stage where they feel 
the engine would be competitive 











against the four-cylinder two-strokes 
in the 500cc class (there’s a 2-to-1 
ratio limit for turbo Grand Prix 
engines). 

Recently Motorrad magazine’s 
Wolfgang Schnepf (of West Germany) 
saw the 250cc turbo Honda first hand 
at Honda’s Asaka, Japan research 
facility. And he found that the turbo 
is just as novel as the NR500. 

As on the NR500, the 250cc twin 
uses oval pistons with erght valves 
per cylinder. The engine used for 
testing is a water-cooled vertical 
parallel twin that’s in effect the V-four 
with the front bank of cylinders re- 
moved. 

There are two tiny turbochargers, 
one for each cylinder, made at Honda 
because no company makes a turbo 
small enough for a 250cc engine. 

Interestingly, the test engine isn't 
fuel injected: there's a carburetor out- 
board of the turbos although an en- 
gine management system which con- 
trols the fuel and ignition require- 
ments of the motor is being developed 
in parallel. 

Honda Racing Company director 
Takeo Fukui, who also designed the 
NR500 and the two-stroke racers, is 
very excited about the 250cc turbo 
project. 

“It's the right concept for racing,” 
he told Schnepf. “It doesn’t have the 
heavy engine braking of the NR500 
and thanks to the eight valves in each 
cylinder has a broad rev range and 
good torque. 

“It’s also easy to start, just like a 
two-stroke,” he said. 

From first reports the engine would 
sound as if it’s making more-than 
competitive power. But if 150 bhp 
sounds incredible for a 250cc engine, 
remember that at a specific power 
output of 600 bhp per liter it develops 
roughly the same amount as the top 
F-1 (car) turbo racing engines put 


out. 

The Porsche, TAG and Maclaren 
engines pump out 900 bhp from their 
1500cc. Yet there’s still more to come 
from the Honda 250cc turbo which 
has diminutive dimensions allowing 
much higher mechanical limits on 
its side. 

Given more revs than the current 
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engine’s limit of 20,000 rpm, the 
250cc could be pumping out 170 bhp 
at peak — and still be flexible. So the 
two-strokes had better watch out. 

Purpose of Schnepf’s trip was to 
see the NR500 stripped down, the 
first time anyone outside Honda had 
seen the insides of the radical V-four. 

Here are the first pictures published 
of the insides of Honda's amazing 
NR500 road racer — the four-stroke 
Honda hoped would beat the two- 
strokes in Grand Prix racing, just as 
they had in the 1960s. 

Ever since the machine first ap- 
peared in 1979 everyone speculated 
how Honda's engineers had been 
able to get so much power from a 
four-stroke engine — 135 bhp when 
the project was stopped in 1982 — 
and all but the details of its novel oval 
pistons remained a secret, until now. 

Obtaining enough power from the 
NR500 was never a problem for Hon- 
da’s engineers, but riding the bike 
was. At first it was dogged by unreli- 
ability — at its debut in 1979 at Sil- 
verstone oil dropped-by one bike 
resulted in Mick Grant dropping his 
NR500 at the first bend. The bike 
couldn’t have had a more ignomin- 
ious start. 

When the troubles had been ironed 
out the NR500 proved it had speed 
and Freddie Spencer raced one at Sil- 
verstone gamely in 1982, three years 
after the first appearance and pulled 
up to fifth place. 

But overcoming the bike’s exces- 
sive weight and capricious engine 
behavior was too much compared 
with the ease of racing a two-stroke. 
The NS500 was far easier to ride, and 
much lighter. 

But nothing will remove the mas- 
sive publicity value of the NR500 to 
Honda. The company is proud of its 
engineering traditions and particu- 
larly of its ability to overcome techni- 
cal problems others would never 
tackle. 

That’s why proving the NR500 
would eventually become competi- 
tive in the face of almost universal 
derision, and criticism became more 
a battle of honor than one of simply 
winning races. à 

The fact that the essence of the 
engine lives on in the form of the 
250cc turbocharged development pro- 
ject is proof enough that Honda 
doesn’t think it wasted several billion 
yen on the NR500. 

The 250 retains the NR500’s oval 
pistons, not just to be different 
(though that may have much to do 
with it) but because it’s possible to fit 
eight valves into a oval combustion 
chamber — and eight valves can flow 
more air than the four or five that 
can be comfortably accommodated in 
a round combustion chamber. 

The story of how those oval com- 
bustion chambers came into being 
starts back in 1977. 

Honda’s president Kawashima had 
decided that the company would re- 
turn to Grand Prix racing and an 
announcement was made at the 
launch of the six-cylinder CBX road- 
ster in Tokyo. 

Because Honda was famous for its 
four-stroke engines and had cleaned 
up in racing before pulling out at the 
end of 1967, it felt that it should build 
a four-stroke racer. 

The engineers in charge of the rac- 
ing project realized soon, however, 
that a conventional four-cylinder, 
four-stroke wouldn’t be a match for 
the two-stroke fours. What they want- 
ed was an eight-cylinder engine — 
but the FIM rules limited the cylin- 
ders to four. 

Project chief Shoichiro Irimajiri, 
who had been a designer on the race 
team in the 1960s and now was a 
Honda Motor Co. Director, set to the 
task of trying to make a four-cylinder 

“work like a V-eight.

The engineers with him didn’t 
think that more than 100 bhp was 


possible, which was 15 bhp more - 


than Mike Hailwood’s inline air- 
cooled four of 1968. Yet 120 bhp was 
the goal. 

The engine would have to řev hard 
and breathe deeply, much more deeply 
than any four-stroke engine of its size 
had ever done. More valves and more 
revs, more than 20,000 rpm would be 
necessary. 

But then one day as Irimajiri was 
driving to work he had an idea. Sitting 
at the traffic lights he looked up at the 
light and wondered why the pistons 
in the engine had to be round. If they 
were oval, more valves could be fitted 
into the combustion chamber. 

The project was then restarted with 
a V-four engine and oval pistons 
running on doubled-up connecting 
rods. On the outside it looked like a 
V-eight, and it ran like one, but 
inside each pair of cylinders had been 
joined together to form an oval with 
straight sides. 

One journalist was even duped 
into thinking the engine was a V- 
eight and was thrown into confusion 
when he realized that Honda could 
never race such an engine. 

No sooner had the project started 
the problems showed up. Sealing the 
pistons with other-than-round rings 
was the first headache and a variety of 
configurations were used. Honda 
cracked the problem in the end but 
just how is still being kept a secret. 

It’s revealing that Honda hasn’t 
exposed the nature of the camshafts 
or the crankshaft. For an engine to 
run at 20,000 rpm it needs very extend- 
ed valve timing: that may have been 
the reason the engine was hard to start. 

Remarkably, the NR500 is other- 
wise very straightforward in its inter- 
nal construction. To keep weight 
down to 110 pounds, the cases are cast 
in magnesium alloy with oval steel 
liners pressed in. 

The crankshaft is built up, just as 
the four and six cylinder racing en- 
gines of the 1960s were, with oil mist 
lubrication. The rods, two per pis- 
ton, are alloy steel. 

Angle between the cylinder banks 
isn’t the ideal 90° for perfect primary 
balance. Instead 100° was chosen so 





that there is more room for the four 
twin 30mm-choke carburetors “with 
flat chrome-plated slides. 

From the top the two magnesium 
cylinder heads look as if they’re off a 
V-eight. Each has 16 valves set in line 
with a fairly wide 38° angle between 
the exhaust and inlet banks. 

The four inlet valves for each “‘cy]- 
inder” are made in titanium with a 
head diameter of 19.5mm and stem 
3.8mm in diameter. The exhaust 
valves are alloy steel with a 17.5mm 
head diameter. To ensure adequate 
speed of combustion, two 8mm spark 
plugs are used. 

From the design of the NR500 it 
looks as if Honda’s engineers took 
the same four-stroke design path as 
they had done in the 1960s; by exploit- 
ing their ability to get their engines 
to rev to astronomic levels. 

The mechanical rev limits of an 
engine have usually related to the 
maximum average piston speed. This 
gives a rough idea of the loadings on 
the crank, connecting rods, pistons 
and valve gear. 

Up to the end of the 1970s, 4000 feet 
per minute was the limit. But more 
recently improvements in materials 
have allowed the limit to be pushed 
far higher than this. 

Despite using an extremely short 
stroke of 36mm, at 20,000 rpm the 
NR500 has a mean piston speed of 
4725 feet per minute, beyond which 
the power begins to drop away dram- 
atically because of the limits of the 
engine’s breathing efficiency and in- 
creasing internal friction. 

To give a swept volume of 499cc, 
the pistons are 41mm wide and 
93.4mm long with straight front and 
back faces 52.4mm long. An equiva- 
lent round piston would be 66.4mm 
in diameter, so the NR is extremely 
oversquare by normal standards. 

The difficulty of using such a layout 
is that the efficiency of the combus- 
tion process is compromised. 

Latest developments in combustion 
chamber design have moved toward 
more compact chambers that concen- 
trate the combustion chamber volume 
around the spark plug, but without 
using flat squish areas which can 
quench the mixture and lead to in- 
creased detonation.

Cosworth’s four-valve chamber de- 
veloped for the F-1 DFV three-liter 
V-eight engine has spawned several 
others with Yamaha’s five-valve ar- 
rangement the latest and most sophis- 
ticated. 

The NR500 chambers, being long 
and with a large surface area for their 
volume, couldn’t offer 4 worse ar- 
rangement by comparison, and this 
is reflected by the low compression 
ratio of 12.1 to 1. If it were any higher, 
the piston crowns, which already have 
deep pockets to clear the eight valves, 
would affect combustion. 

With 270 bhp per liter, the NR had 
a specific power 90 bhp per liter 
higher than the Cosworth F-1 car 
engine. 

Even so, riders had difficulty con- 
trolling that power which came in at 
8000, rose to 70 bhp at 12,000 and 





then increased almost linearly to the 
peak of 135 bhp. 

Engine braking proved its undo- 
ing too. On closing the throttle the 
combination of miniscule flywheel 
inertia and massive internal friction 
resuled in rear-wheel hop which was 
only slightly overcome by an. anti- 
hop clutch that was incorporated 
into Honda’s road bikes. 

What killed the NR was its weight 
and difficult starting. Its only chance 
wasa change in regulations putting a 
fuel limit on machines, as in F-1] car 
racing now, which would have placed 
more importance on the bike’s 30% 
better consumption compared to the 
two-strokes. 

Honda’s efforts to get the FIM to 
allow turbos in the 1986 racing sea- 
son have given the NR concept a new 
lease of life. e 
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Can-Am’s John Martin had chain derailment problems at the beginning 
and end of the race, finishing eighth overall.

Hyde pins Big Bear

Team Husqvarna’s Mark Hyde rode a 
400WRX to his second overall win of the 
series at the Big Bear 100, finishing 28 
seconds ahead of teammate Eddie Lojak, the 


1982-83 series champ. Honda 
development rider Drew Smith, 
Can-Am’s defending champ 
Geoff Ballard, and KTM-sup- 
ported Jack Penton rounded out the 
top five. The event was also the 
fourth round in the Wiseco 100 Miler 
Series. 

Promoter Dave Coombs provided a 
challenging 19.4-mile course through 


the rocky, rugged hillsides surround-: 


ing the popular Big Bear Lakes Camp- 
lands Resort. Most of the layout chores 
fell to Coombs’ right-hand man, Dave 
Saville, who said, “You'd never believe 
it, but I’ve moved thousands of rocks, 
and there’s still thousands more out 
there.” 

When the ATVs ran the same track 
on Saturday, temperatures plunged 
to the 40s with an all-day drizzling 
rainfall, but Lady Luck smiled on 





Sunday’s 212 two-wheeled entrants. 
By the 12:35 p.m. start, bright, balmy 
skies and low-70s temperatures were 
the welcome order of the day. How- 
ever, as Senior class winner Barry 
Higgins put it, “I guess it’s pretty 
hard for the water to run through the 
rocks. I like it better when the courses 
are long like this. If that had been a 
10-mile course with the same mud 
holes, it would have been a mess. We 
would have made eight laps, and 
those holes would have been five or 
six feet deep by the end.” Higgins 
and his H & H KTM finished 12th 
overall for the day, 14 minutes ahead 
of Senior runner-up Ron Bohn. 
The riders started in three waves, 
three minutes apart, with the Open, 
250, 200 and 125cc A classes first. 
Next were the Four-Stroke, Senior A 
and Super Senior A riders, followed 
by the four B divisions. They lined 
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Team Husqvarna rider Ed Lojak finished almost half a minute behind 
teammate Mark Hyde for second overall, first 250.

up for the start sideways along the 
railing of an unused quarter horse 
track, and at announcer Tim Cotter’s 
signal, made a sweeping turn down 
and around the end of the track and 
into the woods. 

The only complaint heard regard- 
ing the well-organized event stemmed 
from the starting procedure, which 
assigned numbers within each wave 
by random drawing. Hyde did indeed 
draw lucky number one, and grabbed 
the holeshot. However, when he 
clocked through the barrels at the end 
of the first lap — 49 minutes, 49 
seconds later — he was followed just 
one second later by Kevin Hines, who 
started at the tail end of the first row. 
Ballard was eight seconds behind 
Hines, with Lojak and Drew Smith 
checking in together, 43 seconds 
behind Hyde. 

It took Hyde and Hines over four 
minutes longer tocomplete the second 
lap, and again they arrived at the 
scoring barrels almost simultan- 
eously. Smith was 23 seconds back, 
with both Ballard and Lojak in hot 
pursuit. By the time they looped back 
near the horse track after a two-mile 
woods section, Lojak had passed Bal- 
lard and had Smith in his sights. 
Lojak said, “I don’t think he (Bal- 
lard) went down or anything. I just 
got tired of riding with him, so I 
passed him.” 

In lap three the picture changed 
dramatically when leader Hyde 
clocked through the barrels with 
Hines nowhere in sight. Lojak was in 
second, two minutes back, and said, 
“JI was just snoozing. The first part of 
the race I just didn't feel like racing. I 
didn’t know that Hyde was so far 





ahead. My pit crew said he was 15 
seconds ahead of me, and I figured I 
could make that up pretty easily. 
Then I pitted and they said the mar- 
gin was two minutes, and it was too 
late.” The Husky/Bel-Ray/Metzeler/ 
Smith/Hi-Point/Rocky Cycle/Auto- 
lite-supported rider lit the afterburners 
on the fourth and final lap, but Hyde 
won by 28 seconds. This marked Lo- 
jak’s third second overall finish of the 
series. i 

Hyde, whose sponsors include 
Husky, Bel-Ray, Smith, Metzeler, Hi- 
Point, Autolite, AXO, Bell and Pit 
Stop Racing, had a flat tire about 
halfway through the last lap. “It 
slowed me up a little bit,” said Hyde, 
“but I waswiding cautiously anyway, 
because they told me I had two min- 
utes on Eddie then. I knew he was 
coming, because in a race like this, 
he’s usually the man you have to 
beat. 

“Tt was a good, tough race again, 
just like it has been every other year. 
This year I had different people push 
me the whole time, so I really enjoyed 
it,” continued Hyde. “After Kevin 
(Hines) passed me, I was able to fol- 
low for a while and pick up some 
things that I was doing wrong, so it 
made me ride faster for the rest of the 
day. Drew (Smith) really helped me 
out too, because I started out sort of . 
sluggish. He passed me, picked the 
pace up and carried me the first lap.” 

Third overall finisher Smith was 
riding a Honda CR500 and said his 
MX-type mount definitely gave him 
“much excitement. The biggest prob- 
lem to date has been getting the sus- 
pension setting acceptable for enduro- 
type riding, because we have more of 
a variety of speeds and track condi- 
tions than in motocross. The first 
time I rode it, it nearly did me in, but 
since then I’ve gotten used fo it.” 

Of the race, Smith said, “It was 
great. I was so happy to be right up 
there where all the action was hap- 
pening for a while, and then about 
five miles out on the second lap I got 
a rear flat and had to run all the way 
around on it. I changed it, but from 
then on I was by myself so all the heat 
of the battle was gone. It was really 
fun when I was with those other 
guys.” Smith also had to make three 
gas stops, compared to just one for 
most of the other riders. 

The race was nearly over before 
Word filtered back to the piits that 
Hines was unhurt but stranded in the 
woods with what he called “internal 
motor problems. Mark and I were 
right together when it happened,” 
said Hines. “The bike started run- 
ning funny, and I pulled off.” Hines 
went undiscovered for so long because 
he had hidden his Husky in the 
woods. “I didn’t want to pump up

HOCKENHEIM, W. GERMANY, MAY 19 

The record books will show that the Ameri- 
can stranglehold on the 500cc class was 
ended on a rainy day in Hockenheim, West 
Germany. They will show that the hold was 


20 broken by Frenchman Christian | Sarron in only his third ride on 








the Sonato-Gauloises OW-81 
500cc Yamaha and that he did it 
decisively, beating Rothman Honda’s 
Freddie Spencer by almost 12 seconds 
with Britain’s Ron Haslam third and 
Marlboro Yamaha’s World Champion 
Eddie Lawson fourth. 

What the record books won't show 
is that he did it with the intelligent 
choice of a rear tire that went the 
distance while Spencer’s‘and Law- 
son’s tires failed. 

Before this weekend an American 
had won the last 28 500cc GPs, dating 
back to the Swedish GP at Anderstorp 
in August, 1982, when Takazumi 
Katayama won. Sarron graciously 
admitted that if it wasn’t for the 
steady rain which fell during the 
race, it would have been 29 American 
wins in a row. 

“At the moment I cannot beat 
Spencer and Lawson. I need more 
experience and someday, maybe yes, I 
will beat them. I like this circuit and I 
am at ease in the rain. I never thought 
I could beat them. I couldn’t believe 
it. I thought I was too lucky,” said 
Sarron, who won the German 250cc 
GP in 1977. 

Spencer’s second vaults him into 
first in the World Championship 
title chase with 39 points to Lawson’s 
35. Sarron is third with 30. 

Spencer’s Honda Rothman’s team- 
mate Randy Mamola was hampered 
by a fogged faceshield on his AGV 
helmet and slowed in the final stages 
of the race to finish eighth, one spot 
better than his ninth place qualify- 
ing mark. Mike Baldwin, who quali- 
fied 11th on his privateer Honda, fell 
in the first corner on the opening lap 
and was taken to the paddock medi- 
cal facility for treatment of minor 
hand injuries and released. 

Spencer also had to settle for second 


in the 250cc race, again thevictimofa ` 


tire choice. With a light drizzle fall- 
ing as the machines gridded, Spencer 
opted for an intermediate front tire 
and a rain tire in the rear. The choice 
proved wrong when the rain began 
falling harder halfway into the race 
and he could do nothing but watch 
crowd favorite West German Martin 
Wimmer pull away on his Lui 
Yamaha for an 1 1-second win and the 
top spot in 250cc points. Wimmer 
has 33, Marlboro’s Toni Mang, third 
today, has 32, and Spencer 29.

In other action, World Champion 
Stefan Dorflinger easily beat Gerhard 
Waibel in the 80cc race with Gerd 
Kafka third. Dorflinger was Krauser- 
mounted. 

Italian Pier Paolo Bianchi was fast 
qualifier in the 125cc class on an 
MBA, but it was August Auinger, 
also MBA-mounted, who handily won 
the race by almost 13 seconds. Garel- 
li’s. Fausto Gresini was second and 
Bianchi was third. Bianchi holds a 
one point edge, 25 to 24, over Gresini 
in the title points chase. 

Krauser Racing’s second win of the 
day came in the Sidecar GP class 
where the Schwarzel/Buck team 
steered their LCR-Yamaha rig to a 
slim victory over a similar chair 
piloted by the British Webster/Hewitt 
team. The Dutch World Champion 
team of Streuer/Schneiders was third 
on the Barclay LCR-Yamaha. Since 
this was the first Sidecar GP of the 
season the three teams hold their 
respective spots in the title chase. 

Spencer's long weekend began in 
the 250cc test sessions where from 
almost the minute he first set a tire on 
the track he had the fastest time. Over 
the five 35-minute sessions he turned 
in just 20 laps, less than half that of 
most of the other riders. His polesit- 
ting time was 2 minutes, 15.66 seconds 
over the 4.22-mile Hockenheimring 
at an average speed of 111.92 mph. 
Martin Wimmer was 0.35 second 
behind with third-fastest Anton Mang 
on the Marlboro Honda over a second 
behind in a class that last year usually 
saw the top 10 riders on the same 
second. 

Wimmer tried a wider rear rim in 
the last session and almost ended his 
weekend when the Yamaha tried to 
highside him in the stadium horse- 
shoe. “We found out that we couldn't 
lean the bike over as far with the fat 
rim because of the tire profile,” said 
Wimmer. 

The track was soaked and a light 
drizzle was falling at the start of the 
final and Wimmer had gone back to 
the narrow rim to fit rain tires. 
Spencer, hoping the light drizzle 
would remain constant, gambled and 
went with an intermediate front. He: 
thought about changing it on the 
start line after the warm-up lap, but 
was told that he would be penalized if 
he did. 

From the drop of the flag Wimmer 
was out in front with fellow country- 
man Mang in tow. The partisan 
crowd of 120,000 mostly-fluorescent- 
raingear-clad fans, was enthusiastic 
in their response as the pack came 
through the stadium portion of the 
track on the opening lap. Behind the 
two Germans came Alan Carter, also 
on a Honda, with Venemotos 
Yamaha’s Carlos Lavado and Spencer 
rounding out the top five. Sixth on 
the Cobas was Spaniard Carlos 
Cardus. 

On the second of the 16 laps Mang 
briefly took the lead, but Wimmer 
was getting a far better drive out of 
the corners and once out front began 
putting space between himself and 
the pack. Spencer moved up to third 
with Carter fourth and Lavado chal- 
lenging in fifth. His day ended, 
though, with a crash in the chicane.

Heikki Mikkola won the rain- 
drenched Italian round of the 500cc 
Motocross World Championship 
amid controversey when American 
Brad Lackey (and others) was not 
allowed to start due to a qualifying 
scoring snafu by the organizers. Rid- 
ers were supposed to complete at least 
five timed qualifying laps and the 
event organizers claimed that Lackey 
only completed four laps when in 
fact he had ridden seven-to-nine laps. 


Andy Kirker won the D-37 Stump- 
jumpers MC Hare and Hound on a 
250 Yamaha. Kirker battled with 
Husky rider Kim McClean for most 
of the race until McClean crashed on 
loop two. 


An ad compared a Red Wing KM-X 
shock to the Koni shock, feature for 
feature. 


Cycle News featured “The Great 
Japanese Trials Plonk-Out”’ with five 
bikes head-to-head. They were the 
Yamaha TY175, Kawasaki KT250, 
Suzuki 250 Exacta, Yamaha TY250 
and the Honda TL250. The Yamahas 
won, with the TY250 rated the best. 


Estancia High took the team honors 
in the High School motocross race at 
Orange County International Race- 
way with riders taking three firsts, a 
second anda third overall in six races. 


CRC held a Grand Prix at Valley 
Cycle Park in Moorpark. Mike Sixbery 
(Yam) won the Open class. Jim 
O’Neal (C-A) took the 250cc victory 
while Rick Park (Hon) captured the 
125cc class win. 


Fourteen-year-old Broc Glover rode 
his Husky to the 125cc Expert class 
win at Carlsbad’s High School MX 
Superbowl Qualifier. Glover moved 
up from a sixth-place start in the 
second moto to win.

At the halfway point Spencer was 
turning in lap times of 2:28 and mov- 
ingon Mang, passing him a lap later 
for second place. The eighth was 
Spencer’s fastest lap. Wimmer held a 
three-second lead on Spencer which 
remained constant until the three- 
quarter point when he began to take 
off. The reason: rain. As the rain 
picked up Spencer had to back off 
and Wimmer began to fly. Lap 13 
was his fastest, a half a second better 
than Spencer’s best and from then on 
he began to build an advantage that 
would become 11 seconds at the check- 


- ered flag. Mang was another eight 


seconds back in third and had over 20 
seconds on fourth-placed Carter. 
Cardus finished fifth. 

“A lot of it is who stays up,” 
Spencer explained. “I couldn’t see in 
the back where we go into the forest. I 
was hoping it would dry because they 
had full rains (tires) and we didn’t. I 
had to look up over the bubble just to 
see where I was going because it was 
raining twice as hard in the back.” 

Spencer continued, “These guys 
really know this track well. About 


four laps from the end Martin started 
pulling away. The 250 was spinning 
all the way up the straight. The 500 
has a lot of power so that should be a 
handful.” 

“At the halfway mark when it 
started to rain harder I knew I had it 
won. After that, Freddie never got 
closer than one second,” said Wim- 
mer. It was only Wimmer’s second 
Grand Prix win and it comes at a 
time when he is expected to take the 
place of Mang as the outstanding 
West German rider in the hearts and 
minds of the fans. The ‘27-year-old 
Munchener had predicted the success 
in private the day before the race and 
after leaving the victory podium 
flashed a big smile and said, “I told 
you yesterday I'd win.” 

As in the 250cc class, Spencer didn’t 
putin as much track time as his rivals 
in the 500cc class. After four sessions 
he was second fastest behind Lawson, 
then went out and found a second 
and a half to take the pole position by 
0.75 second. 

“We put the Michelin radials at 
both ends in the last session,’’ Spencer 
began. “We've never been able to get 
them to work because the chassis 
wasn’t strong enough to handle it. 








We have the bike set up the way we're 
going to race it, but I don’t think the 
race will be run as fast as we qualified. 
We've made the chassis lighter since 
Daytona and cured most of the front 
end chattering problem. We did 2:08s 
two years ago here on the three- 
cylinder and we're almost three 
seconds a lap faster.” 

“The last practice was just a test,” 
second-fastest Lawson said. “‘We’re 
trying to get a heating problem taken 
care of. It gets hot and slows down. 
We also changed transmissions and 
that was wrong, but I feel capable 
and I know that I can go faster. We 
were running the radials front and 
rear and we're going to run the race 
on the tire I qualified on. It ought to 
be a good race. Freddie’s bike is very 
fast. I couldn’t draft him. It’s a mis- 
sile down the long chutes and han- 
dles the chatter bumps going in the 
chicane pretty well. A lot of people 
get worried about qualifying. I don’t. 
It all depends on the tires.” 

Indeed, Spencer’s Honda NSR500 
was unofficially timed at 182 mph 
with Lawson’s Yamaha OW-81 top- 
ping out at 179 mph. Takazumi Kata- 
yama had the fastest of the three- 
cylinder NS500 Hondas at 175 mph 








with Randy Mamola thinking his 
own was among the slowest. 

“Katayama knows a lot about gear- 
ing and acceleration. The gapping in 
the gearbox gives you the acceleration. 
My best time was a 2:02, but that was 
when I went through the chicane. My 
mechanics looked at their watches 
and said “There’s something wrong 
here.’ I tried the Chevallier frame 
because it’s stronger. I did a 2:10.05 
on the NS and a 2:10.13 on the Cheval- 
lier. Since then I did a 2:09.05 which 
is better, but I’d like to see what I 
could do now on the Chevallier. If. 
they want to bring it to the track I'll 
ride it,” said Mamola. 

The normally confident Mamola 
had a brutally honest assessment of 
his chances on race day after having 
qualified ninth fastest. “A three- 
cylinder won’t win here. The best we 
can hope for is fourth or fifth behind 
the four-cylinder Honda and Yama- 
has. All around the track they accel- 
erate well and handle so good. I know 
that as long as Freddie’s healthy I 
won't ride the four and for Freddie's 
sake I hope he stays healthy.” 

Mike Baldwin qualified two spots 
behind Mamola at 2:10.65, but not 
without incident. “The plugs were 
too hot in the fourth session and it 
melted the aluminum off the top of 
the piston, seizing it up on the back 
part of the course. In the second ses- 
sion we broke a motor mount and 
didn’t get a chance to try the radial. 
There aren’t as many available for 
the three-cylinders as for the fours.” 

Some of the riders who’d raced in 
the 250cc and 80cc classes had com- 


‘plained that they could barely see in 


the back part of the course. The 500cc 
riders had wanted to delay the start of 
their race for safety reasons, but after 
a warm-up lap the show went on ina 
light rain which picked up at the 
start. 

Spencer ran away at the start lead- 
ing Haslam, Didier de Radigues, 
Mamola, Rob McEInea, rain-special- 
ist Boet van Dulmen, and HB Suzuki's 
Sito Pons. Wayne Gardner and Sar- 
ron followed along with Katayama 
and Roche. Lawson was about mid- 
pack and Baldwin’s day ended after 
he lost the front end in the slick first 
turn. 4 

Sarron began his move through 
the pack, picking up at least a placea 
lap until on the fifth of the 19 laps he 
was in third behind Spencer and a 
rejuvenated Haslam. “I got my con- 
fidence back a bit. After the Match 
Races we didn’t do any testing and 
the wet weather tires I had there 
broke my confidence. We didn’t get 
any wet practice here and we didn’t 
know what to expect. Dunlop made 
us new rain tires and we could have 
gone another nine laps,” said Has- 
lam.. 

Spencer had almost 10 seconds on 
Haslam who had about five on Sar- 
ron with Lawson in fourth a comfort- 
able distance ahead of Mamola and 
de Radigues. Roche was farther back 
and having both engine and tire 
troubles that would drop him to 13th 
at the finish. 

At the halfway point Sarron wasin 
second and gaining and the crowd 
sensed the pass was about to happen. 
Spencer was turning in 2:24s and had 
close to seven seconds on Sarron 
although the Frenchman was obvi- 
ously charging. “I ride more on the 
front and less on the back wheel,” 
Sarron explained. “I was braking 
even later, exaggerating it, and accel- 
erating sooner. Even though I was 
driving more with the front I knew 
that I had to economize the rear. At 
the halfway point I was catching 
Freddie at three seconds a lap,” Sar- 
ron said he noted as he watched his 
pit boards. 

“The bike was spinning bad on the

straights,” Spencer explained. “I was 
just trying to hang on. I had to 
change my lines. I was either com- 
pletely over in one part of the corner 
or straight-up. I was going in where I 
wasn’t leaned over. In the beginning 
I was babying it and it would start to 
go off the powerband. The Yamahas 
don’thave that problem because they 
have such flat power curves.” 

Even with the flat power curve, 
Lawson was having his problems. “I 
could never get out of any of the three 
chicanes,” he began. “It would spin. 
The tire wasn’t gripping at all. Chris- 
tian and I would come out of the 
chicanes and he’d pull me three bike 
lengths while mine would light up. 
A couple of times I got it completely 
sideways shifting into sixth on the 
straight and our top speeds weren’t 
much slower than in the dry. You 
just back off,” Lawson coolly noted, 
“and it straightens itself out.” 

The pass came on the 12th lap after 
Spencer did a big wobbler coming 
out of the stadium horseshoe. In a 
second Sarron was past. “We were 
two right hand turns from the front 
straightaway and I was on the out- 
side. Freddie cime up on a back- 
marker on the inside and I just went 
around him. In that corner I was 
using even more front end than 
usual.” 

“By the end of the front straight 
he’d pulled 200 yards on me,” Spencer 
added. 

As Sarron was moving up, Mam- 
ola was moving back. First de 
Radigues was past then Gardner and 
finally McElnea. “I couldn’t see. I 
could barely see the hay bales which I 
was using as course markers. I was in 
fifth and catching up when it started. 
I was holding my breath, especially 
in the back where there wasn’t as 
much oxygen. I couldn’t see to come 
in the stadium. I thought it was so 
dangerous I’d pull in. I thought if 
one more guy passed me I'd pull in, 
but then I saw the white flag and 
stayed out there,” Mamola said. 

The lap that Sarron passed Spencer 
was his fastest, a 2:19.68, on the 12th. 
Spencer’s fast lap was close to Sar- 
ron’s, a 2:19.72, but he did his on the 
third. A lap after he’d passed Spencer 
Sarron had a 2.5-second advantage 
that would build to 11.59 seconds at 
the end. Spencer was close to four 
seconds up on Haslam, but had the 
race been longer Haslam may have 
caught Spencer. Lawson was over 40 
seconds behind Sarron with de 
Radigues 18 behind him. Gardner 
was sixth. 





Sarron averaged 106.66 for the 80.18 
mile race, averaging 108.69 on his 
fastest lap. “We knew we had the 
right tire on the warm-up lap,” the 
Marseille resident said. “It was better 
for the length of the race and not for 
the fastest lap. I lost a lot of time on 
the first lap because I was behind a lot 
of riders through the forest and 
couldn't see. If I was with just one or 
two riders I could ride faster. I was 
lucky to have this tire. It was a little 
harder than what everyone else picked. 
I never could have won without it. It 
was my first race in the rain.” 

“T'm satisfied with where we ended 
up in the point standings,” Spencer 
noted in a post-race interview. “The 
tire lost all of its tread, just like Law- 
son’s. Randy had the same tire. About 
10 or 11 laps into the race it went 
away. The way it turned out wasn’t 
so bad.” : 

For Haslam, it was his best Grand 
Prix finish ina very long time and his 
was the best placed three-cylinder. 
“There was a big puddle right after 
the first chicane and I got it a bit 
broadside. It was a matter of how 
brave you were. Toward the end you 
got used to it and after you got used to 
it it was OK.” °

recently obtained by Cycle News. “As 
reference information I have reviewed 
the In-Depth-Investigations, the Es- 
tablishment (Firm) Inspection Re- 
ports, and the technical manuals of 
various manufacturers. 

“As indicated in the report pre- 
pared by Epidemiology, the common 
mechanisms that appear to be asso- 
ciated with the severe injuries are the 
dislodgement of the operator from 
the vehicle while it is in motion, 
and/or the overturning of the vehicle 
with consequent entrapment and 
crushing injuries to the driver. In any 
type of vehicular accident where either 
of these patterns are seen (motorcy- 
cles, tractors, bicycles, certain recrea- 
tional vehicles), major types of trauma 
as well as fatalities can be anticipated. 
The risk of severe injury might then 
be described as being dependent on 
the rider's ability to adequately oper- 
ate the vehicle without encountering 
either of these two primary accident 
sequences. 


“While reviewing the available data 
it was noted further,” Esch continued, 

“that in almost every incident, (pos- 
sible exception of reported locking of 
brakes), there was some type miscal- 
culation, disregard for safety or inade- 
quate judgements on the part of the 
owner or operator. These included 
extra riders, (on vehicles specifying 
one person), driving in total darkness 
without headlights, crossing steep 
dunes at an excessive rate of speed, 
traveling over rough, rocky terrain, 
driving illegally on public roads, 
driving up a steep incline, mistaken 
use of the vehicle’s controls, driving 
over terrain where obstacles were not 
visible, and in all cases, exceeding 
lethal speeds. Beyond these factors 
there appears to be common lack of 
understanding or comprehension of 
the complexity of the vehicle's actual 
performance characteristics. This 
could be due in part to the deceptive 
impression given by a comfortable 
appearing, tricycle type vehicle, with 
a wide tread and broad wheels which 
would seem to assure stability.” 


Further on in his memo, Esch wrote 
“The question of risk and safety in 
ATVs may not be unlike the same 
issues as when seen in General Avia- 
tion. Here, the vast majority of acci- 
dents involve a factor of human 
judgement — (which can in turn 
stem from insufficient skill, over con- 
fidence, risk-taking, lack of familiar- 
ity with the vehicle, improper train- 
ing and inadequate experience); rather 
than an inherent mechanical defect 
in the machine. For this reason it 
might be possible for an experienced, 
skilled operator to successfully per- 
form (or decline to perform) a given 
procedure — using the identical ve- 
hicle under the same conditions.” 


Esch went on to say “. . . it is my 
opinion that ATV safety is more 
dependent on judgement, technical 
knowledge, acquired skill, and ma- 
turity than chronological age. I would 
not see children generally to be in a 
category where they had the oppor- 
tunity to adequately achieve these to 
the degree required for safe operation 
of ATVs.” e

Stacking the deck in D.C. 


I'm back from a quick fly-in, 
fly-out trip to Washington, D.C. 
to attend a House Commerce, 
Consumer and Monetary Affairs 
Subcommittee hearing on ATV safety 
and the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission’s approach to ATV safe- 
ty, and what I saw disgusted me. 

The hearing was loaded against 
ATVs from the start. The only thing 
that saved it from being a complete 
rout was the active, pro-ATV stance 
taken by Congressman Larry Craig 
of Idaho, who took the time to look at 
and consider the facts and question 
the approach taken by Commissioner 
Stuart M. “Ban ’em” Statler, the guy 
who keeps showing up on television 
saying ATVs are the most dangerous 
devices ever seen on the face of the 
earth; Statler has repeatedly called for 
a ban and recall of ATVs. 

The hearing was presided over by 
Subcommittee Chairman Doug Bar- 
nard, and the witness list was pre- 
pared by his aide, Ted Jacobs. Both 
Barnard and Jacobs went out of their 
way to deny that the hearing was 
biased. But it was obvious to anybody 
not already convinced that ATVs 
must be eliminated that the hearing 
— and the minds of Barnard and Ja- 
cobs — had reached a conclusion 
before any testimony began. 

All the anti-ATV witnesses got to 
speak first, in the full glare of the 
television cameras, in plenty of time 
for the evening news. And I couldn’t 
help but get the feeling that those 
who were invited to testify were or- 
chestrated by Statler and his safety- 
crat cronies. Statler’s star witness — 
all seemed to be selected on the basis 
of prior appearances on TV shows 
blasting ATVs — was one John Mc- 
Kinley, a quadriplegic who recently 
won $2.6 million from American 
Honda in an Ohio lawsuit; McKin- 
ley’s lawyer and his lawyer's expert 
witness, an. engineering professor, 
were also invited to testify. 

The way McKinley told it, he was 
minding his own business riding 
down a slope when he lost control of 
his Honda ATC110, crashed and broke 
his neck. 

Statler has said that McKinley’s 
case proves that ATVs are inherently 
dangerous; the Ohio jury bought the 
idea that because rider input is re- 
quired to ride an ATV, the vehicle is 
defective. 

What the case really illustrates is 
what is wrong with the current pro- 
duct liability lawsuit situation. It 
seems that Mr. McKinley had been 
drinking — estimates ranged from 3- 
4 beers up to 8-9 beers — and riding 
with his drinking pals without any 
safety equipment, but those facts 
didn’t come out until Congressman 
Craig produced a copy of the trans- 
cript of the McKinley trial and intro- 
duced it into the subcommittee’s files. 
If McKinley’s lawsuit had been tried 
in Texas, he would have lost on the 
basis of his contributory negligence 
in drinking’ and riding. If the acci- 
dent had happened in California, he 
could have been cited for operating 
an ORV while intoxicated; if he had 
rolled his car in the same way on a 
downhill road, he could have been 
jailed for driving under the influence. 

And McKinley’s claim that he was 
just riding down a slope was contra- 
dicted by Professor Sherwood B, 
Menkes, the paid “expert witness” 











who testified at the Ohio trial that 
McKinley’s: ATC was unsafe. As 
Menkes told it, McKinley crashed 


when he tried to turn uphill while, 


traversing the slope. 

Menkes’ testimony itself was inter- 
esting. He presented diagrams and 
charts to illustrate his contention 
that the ATC110 is unsafe. He talked 
about an ATV turning and climbing 
aslope and told how the ATV became 
unstable and turned over due to the 
position of the rider center of gravity 
relative to the vehicle center of grav- 
ity, with the rider seated in an upright 
position. As Menkes tells it, an 
ATC110 will roll over at 10 mph if a 
turn of 15° is attempted. Menkes 
advocated a ban and recall. 


The catch is that Menkes fails to 
account for rider body positioning. 
On the front page of Cycle News, 
May 29, 1985 we ran a photo of a 
motorcycle being ridden straight up 
arock face. The bike was nearly verti- 
cal in the photo, and so was the rider, 
his crotch at about the steering head. 
If the rider hadn’t positioned his 
body correctly on the machine, he 
couldn’t have negotiated the rock 
face and would have crashed. Rider 
input is just as important and critical 
in ATV use, and that’s not proof that 
the vehicle is unsafe. 

McKinley’s attorney, whose share 
of the $2.6 million was probably over 
$1 million, testified that “These prod- 
ucts are unsafe and should be with- 
drawn from the market.” It’s no 
wonder he feels that way; he makes 
his money trying to convince juries 
that products, such as ATVs, are 
unsafe; if the CPSC agrees with him, 
that makes his job easier in future 
gold-digging cases. 

There were other entertaining wit- 
nesses. One 15-year-old crasher (14 at 
the time of his wreck) broke his back 
when he didn’t make it up a 60° 
slope; he was riding without adult 
supervision, with his friends and now 
seems to think he’s an expert on ATV 
safety. He advocated a wide range of 


_ restrictions on machine power and 


performance, even though his crash 
of an ATC200 was not related to top 
speed. 

There were the parents of an 11- 
year-old crasher who hit a tree after 
going out of control on a road, al- 
legedly for no reason, allegedly de- 
spite orders to keep his ATC110 in 
second gear, and hit a tree with 
enough force to severely damage his 
pancreas. They advocated a ban and 
recall. (When my own son, at age 7, 
lost half his pancreas in a bicycle 
wreck, nobody called for a ban and 
recall of bicycles. Life is curious . . .) 

Then there was the lady who said 
her husband simply lost control, alone 
on a straight section of the road, 
again for no reason, hit a tree while 
on a hunting trip, and died. She 
wanted a ban and recall, even though 
she says nobody knows why her husband 
crashed. If he’d hit the same tree ina 
truck and died, one doubts she'd 
advocate a truck recall. 

What about anybody who might 
want to testify about safe and sane 
ATV use, use not involving drink- 
ing, unsupervised children, and mys- 
terious straight-line losses of control? 
Ed Pratt of the 600-member Southern 
New England ATV Association asked 
five times, to be allowed to testify; 
Congressman Barnard’s aide, Jacobs, 
declined to allow him to do so. Pratt 
and the SNEATVA ended up paying 
a Washington PR firm over $1000 to 
arrange a brief press conference with 
Congressman Craig on the Capitol 
lawn before the hearifig started. 

Susan Halbert of the Cooperative 
Extension Service of the University 
of Alaska asked to testify about her 
experiences with ATV safety programs 
and their effectiveness in Alaska, the 





only state to complete an epidemio- 
logical study of ATV accidents. She 
was turned down by Jacobs, came to 
Washington anyway and only Con- 
gressman Craig’s introduction of her 
prepared statement into the official 
record of the meeting ensured she got 
any attention at all. 

The medical experts brought in to 
testify were Statler supporters; one 
told him after testifying, “I’m with 
you all the way.” They advocated an 
immediate end to ATV sales. 


Stuart Statler exercised a pervasive 
influence in all this, and the danger- 
ous part is that the man doesn’t let 
facts stand in the way of good bureau- 
cracy. Pin him on one issue and he’ll 
feint and change his position or deny 
what the public record says he’s said 
or done. Presentation of any facts 
that disprove or discount his conten- 
tions doesn’t phase him a bit. He’ll 
either ignore them and maintain his 
position or else grab onto another bit 
of misinformation and charge on 
back into the fray, demanding that 
ATV sales be halted and characteriz- 
ing manufacturers as immoral and 
callous at the same time. 

Statler damns ATVs without regard 
for facts and ignores CPSC engineer- 
ing staff reports that contradict his 
position; he ignores mail opposing 
his view; he’s a grandstander and is 
more interested in television time 
than truth. The man has got to be 
neutralized, one way or another; a 
good place to start is with your con- 
gressman — or congresswoman; a good 
way to start is to ask your congress- 
man or congresswoman why Statler 
is allowed to operate the way he does, 
why he gets to serve as prosecutor, 
judge and jury; why he is free to mis- 
lead and misrepresent the truth, all 
the while doing so in the name of the 
U.S. Government. 

The thing I can’t understand is 
why Statler and the CPSC are allowed 
to send out press releases (he calls 
them information bulletins) and ap- 
pear on television condemning ATVs, 
calling manufacturers immoral, and 
calling for a ban and recall when the 
CPSC says it doesn’t have enough 
evidence to make a recall stand up in 
court. 

Statler was asked that question 
himself by Congressman Barnard, 
and admitted that there isn’t enough 
evidence to fight a court challenge, 
should one be filed, toa CPSC recall 
and ban. But Statler insisted that it 
was correct and proper for him to 
continually appear in the general 
media demanding a recall and ban 
anyway. 

What Statler is doing is obvious. 
He’s avoiding due process and cir- 
cumventing the law. The CPSC 
doesn’t have the facts to back up a 
recall. The CPSC can’t win a court 
challenged to a recall. So Statler is 
trying the ATV in the press, present- 
ing selective, misleading information 
in an effort to convince the American 
public that ATVs are unsafe no mat- 
ter what the facts. 

What we need now is a bill intro- 
duced in congress that specifically 
prohibits an employee or a Commis- 
sioner of any Federal Regulatory 
Agency from making any public com- 
ment or statement to the effect that a 
recall and ban of a product is war- 
ranted unless the agency itself has 
officially, through designated and 
proper procedures incorporating due 
process, enacted a recall and ban 
through mandatory regulation. 

What we need now is for Congress 
to get Stuart Statler and the Consu- 
mer Product Safety Commission back 
under control. It has to start with a 
congressman or congresswoman; it 
may as well be yours; call or write 
him or her today and ask that they do 
just that. e

CLASS THREE-WHEELER 


Not long after Gottleib Daimler invented a 
contraption called a motorcycle, some fel- 
low added a box and an outrigger wheel and 
called it a sidecar. Today, the sidecar is an 


oddity appealing to a relatively 
small group of enthusiasts 
within the motorcycle sport, so 
it is hard for us to comprehend 
how important it was during motor- 
cycling’s formative years, especially 
prior to 1920. 

To understand the role that the 
motorcycle sidecar played in the early 
days of motorized transportation, one 











must consider the economics of the 
era. By 1909 Henry Ford already was 
producing automobiles, but he had 
not yet perfected assembly-line mass 
production sufficiently to lower the 
price. A Model T cost $850, represent- 
ing considerable earnings at the time. 
By comparison, an Indian or Harley- 
Davidson was ayailable for about $300, 
and less than $400 with a sidecar. 
While the sidecar was an engineer- 





ing compromise with many techni- 
cal failings from its inception, the 
price was right, putting the married 
couple and even the small family on 
wheels. By 1915 Indian was selling 
over 4,500 sidecar models per year. 
Harley-Davidson’s demand was so 
high that the company contracted 
with outside suppliers, delivering 
3,000 sidecars to a market that de- 
manded 5,000 or more. Some estimate 
that prior to World War I as many as 
10% of the motorcycles sold in Amer- 
ica rolled out of the showroom witha 
sidecar attached. 

But those trends reversed themselves 
with post-war prosperity and the 
emergence of the cheap automobile.

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By 1921 Henry Ford’s price for cars 
had come down to $400, and Chevrolet 
was not far behind with a $425 pro- 
duct. In terms of cost, the breaking 
point for sidecars had arrived. For a 
few dollars more, one could have an 
automobile. 

By 1924 the Model T could be pur- 
chased for $265 for the standard model, 
and $285 with an.electric starter. By 
contrast, a single-cylinder motorcy- 
cle cost as much or more, whereas the 
top-of-the-line Harley-Davidsons and 
Indians were $325. The era of the 
sidecar as Everyman’s preferred trans- 
portation had come to an end. 

Even during its heyday, the sidecar 
was an engineering compromise. As 
an outrigger hung ona motorcycle, it 
inflicted stress that the bike had never 
been designed for. Pictures of early 
sidecars freqtently show extra wheels 
mounted on the rear. These were car- 
ried as much to contend with spoke 
failure as for punctures on the primi- 
tive, rough roads. The extra weight 
of a sidecar and the lateral stress that 
it created caused spokes. to break, 
wheels to collapse, and tires to be 
torn from their rims on a regular 
basis. Furthermore, brakes that were 
none too effective on a solo bike came 
under even greater abuse with the 
additional weight of a sidecar and 
passenger or two. 

The lifespan of under-powered 

motors was reduced by the additional 
load, drive trains were more apt to 
fail, and structural failure was not 
unheard of. But then, prior to 1920 
automobiles were sometimes even less 
reliable, so the faults of a sidecar 
could easily be overlooked. 
With the development of modern 
motorcycles, these faults have become 
even more pronounced. The latest 
computer derived frames and suspen- 
sions are tuned to deal only with the 
stresses of two-wheeled motorcycling. 
Add a third wheel, and modern cycle 
frames are simply inadequate for side- 
car use. Today, only Harley-Davidson 
produces a sidecar-dedicated motor- 
cycle; a limited production purpose- ` 
built vehicle. BMW — longa favorite 
among sidecar enthusiasts — was 
forced to abandon its sidecar chassis 
in 1970, coincident with the intro- 
duction of the redesigned /5 frame. 
Predictably, BMW also announced 
that the addition of a sidecar to this 
new frame would void the warranty. 
All other motorcycle manufacturers 
have since followed suit. 

What this means is that the addi- 
tion of a bolt-on sidecar demands cer- 
tain modifications to the motorcycle. 
For openers, the front suspension 
and rear shocks have to be changed. A 
fork brace is mandatory to strengthen 
the front end, and in extreme cases 
struts are welded to reinforce the 
frame. And once all the hardware is 
sufficiently beefed up, tires become a 
problem. Fact is, a sidecar deals with 
the same kind of cornering forces as 
an automobile. Motorcycles lean 
through the turns; autos and sidecars 
steer through them. Special motor- 
cycle/sidecar tires are available; a 
compromise of auto tires sized for 
motorcycle rims. . 

Then there’s the matter of steering 
the contraption. A sidecar wants to 
tip in the turns, pushing its front and 
sidecar wheels in left handers, and 
raising the chair off the ground in 
right handers. The rig wants to pull 
to the right on acceleration and veer 
to the left during braking. 

By now you may believe that a 
sidecar is the most intractable, dan- 
gerous, unpleasant vehicle ever creat- 
ed. Not so. The important point is 
that a sidecar isa different kind of 
vehicle. A sidecar is equipped with 
motorcycle controls for steering, 
accelerating and braking — but be- 
haves much like a car when corner-

ing. Depending on the success of the 
design for a particular sidecar, these 
blending of characteristics can range 
from sporty to downright dangerous. 

One sidecar enthusiast, a Dutch- 
man by the name of Henri Winkel- 
huis, was apalled by the shortcom- 
ings of most sidecars. The solution 
was to construct his own, and the end 
result was the formation of EML 
Techniek Holland b.v. We won’t try 
to spell it out here, but the Dutch 
words which give rise to the initials 
“EML” literally mean “do it your- 
self.” 

The BMW/EML isa sidecar that is 
engineered from the ground up speci- 
fically as a sidecar. Unlike most other 
rigs, the motorcycle cannot be de- 
tached to operate as a separate vehicle. 

- In addition to the BMW rig, EML 
offers sidecar kits to adapt various 
bikes that Winkelhuis has deemed 
sturdy enough for sidecar use. Cur- 
rently available are kits for the Honda 
Gold Wing, Kawasaki KZ1300, Yama- 
ha XS11, Suzuki GS1100, and for the 
Moto Guzzi range of motorcycles. 
Just announced is a kit for the BMW 
K100. i 

All EML kits include the necessary 
chassis parts, the sidecar frame, body, 
suspension and wheels. As evidenced 
on our test vehicle, the quality of 
construction matched or exceeded that 
of the BMW driveline. Top quality 
stuff, to say the least. 

The secret to the EML’s perfor- 
mance is the leading link front sus- 
pension, also known as the Earls 
fork. The design affords the lateral 
stability and resistance to flex neces- 
sary for sidecar use. Small, wide 
wheels, equipped with Uniroyal Rally 
280 radial tires, provide a lower cen- 








ter of gravity, and superior adhesion ` 


over any motorcycle tire. The smaller 
diameter tires also serve to gear the 
rig down, to compensate for the extra 
weight of the sidecar. 

We tested the BMW/EML, 
equipped with the 1000cc boxer twin 
engine. Because the Boxer’s frame is 
notoriously flimsy, this is the only 
EML combination that includes an 
EML-manufactured frame. Similar 
to the BMW design, the EML frame is 
longer from the swingarm pivot to 
the steering head, as well as being 
substantially stronger. For this appli- 


cation, only the engine, electrics, drive - 


train, swinging arm, seat and some 
sheet metal are used from the BMW. 
The rest, including wheels, front fork, 
frame, disc brakes, sidecar, suspen- 
sion and odds ’n ends are included in 
the kit to transform a stock BMW 
Boxer. 

For other models, however, the 
stock frame is retained. For example, 
the Gold Wing kit comes witha front 
fork that mounts right into the stock 
steering head. A small, radial- 
equipped wheel fits on the Honda 
driveshaft spline. The same is true for 
the kits for the other Japanese models. 

Five styles of sidecar are available 
from EML, though notall are import- 
ed into the United States. They range 
from a tight, streamlined “sports” 
model to a big, “double-wide”’ tour- 
ing version that can accomodate two 
people. The fiberglass quality of the 
EML sidecar body is first class; all the 
pieces fit snugly and securely. All 
EML models include a locking trunk, 
chrome luggage racks, and easy entry 
via a tilt-forward windshield. 

Though specifications vary for the 
individual models, all EML sidecars 
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are decidedly high-performance, 
sporty vehicles. These are the Ferraris 
of the sidecar world — the next step 
in performance being dedicated rac- 
ing sidecars (a whole new ball game). 

The replacement of BMW’s con- 
ventional 18-inch wheels with 125-15 
radials lowers the seat height from 34 
to 31 inches with a commensurate 
lowering of the overall center of grav- 
ity. The EML fork lengthens the 
wheelbase from 58 to 63 inches. Our 
rig had EML-built disc brakes on 
every corner: one at the rear wheel, 
two up front, and one on the sidecar 
wheel. Braking ability is better thana 
solo motorcycle; the brakes are 
stronger and there’s more rubber on 
the road to bring things to a halt. 

The test rig was fitted with the 
EML sports/touring sidecar, nicely 
sized between the sleek sports model 
and the bodacious double-wide tourer. 
The seat was roomy, entry proved 
easy and the locking trunk afforded 
more than four cubic feet of secure 
storage space. A tonneau is provided, 
and a convertible top with frame are 
available as options. The huge wrap- 
around windshield provides excellent 
wind protection for the, passenger. 
While the seat is plenty soft, the 
sidecar ride is rough, thanks to the 
sport-tuned suspension of the EML. 

Our test rider had many years of 
experience on sidecars, but reported 
that the EML requires some serious 
attitude adjustments. The U.S. dis- 
tributor said, “Don’t even try to steer 
it. Just rest your hands on the han- 
dlebars and think where you want to 
go.” He was right — almost in a 
literal sense. 

While most sidecars require mus- 
cle and full size handlebars to steer, 
the EML is equipped with short, flat 
bars. Even so, the steering is light- 
ning quick ...in fact, downright 
touchy! We found the steering and 
handling were ‘somewhat like a go- 
kart; the most imperciptible pressure 
on the handlebars would cause an 
instant lane change. 

The speed of the steering is actu- 
ally on the verge of instability. The 
rain grooves of California, as well as 
ridges in the pavement of the rest of 
the world, would cause the EML rig 
to bob and weave when underway. 
The rider can adapt to this after some 
few hundred miles of experience, but 
by-and-large the steering is too quick. 
The U.S. distributor has advised that 
careful set-up and precisely-tuned tire 
pressures can minimize this charac- 
teristic. 

Acceleration with the BMW-pow- 
ered rig was quick; in fact, much bet- 
ter than would ‘be expected from a 
900-pound rig. We never got the rig 
anywhere near its speed potential, 
but were satisfied that the EML’s 


Locking trunk is watertight, and can be topped with a luggage rack. 
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skittish form of stability remained 
intact at speeds of 80 mph. At these 
moments our wildest thoughts turned 
to the 1300cc Kawasaki/EML. Out- 
rageous! : 


The suspension, provided by Koni 
7610P shocks all around, is stiff and 
sporting. Spring preload and rebound 
damping are adjustable. The overall 
stuffness of the suspension goes 
largely unnoticed by the rider (leaned 
forward over low, flat handlebars). 
The passenger, however, becomes in- 
timately acquainted with every pot- 
hole and bump in the road. 

The automotive radial tires are 
much better suited to sidecar applica- 
tion than are traditional motorcycle/ 
sidecar tires. The EML will stick like 
glue until the tires begin to howl — 
all at very impressive lateral g-forces. 
Automotive tires also last a lot longer. 
Typically, a sidecar rig will scrub 
through a rear tire in less than 3,000 
miles. The tires fitted to the EML are 
good for at least 20,000 miles — at 
about the same price of a motorcycle 
tire! 

Gas mileage — always a sore sub- 
ject among sidecar owners — was not 
the EML’s best point. Conservative 
freeway cruising would net figures 
around 33 mpg, while concentrated 
high-speed runs over mountain roads 
would boost consumption to near 25 
mpg. The EML would quickly ex- 
haust BMW's generous six gallon gas 
tank, requiring frequent fuel trans- 
fusions. 

So what does the ultimate sidecar 
cost? That’s hard to say since such a 
range of do-it-yourself options is avail- 
able. Do you have a wrecked Gold 
Wing sitting around doing nothing 
anyway? Or shall you rush out and 
graban EML kit and throw most of a 
new BMW in the trash? If you're not 
inclined to build your own, the 
importer will set one up just to your 
specifications . . . for a fee! 

The BMW kit, which includes the 
complete chassis, goes for about 
$5,200. Kits for the various Japanese 
road burners are $4,300. Those who 
think this is too much probably are 
not familiar with what it costs to 
build or buy a proper sidecar rig. 
Consider that the only production 
rig available today goes for nearly 
$14,000. Consider that you can spend 
over $3,000 for a Steib sidecar alone, 
sans motorcycle. Consider that either 
of these options won’t begin to deliver 
the delightful performance of the 
EML. For those interested in a top- 
quality sidecar, the Gold Wing/EML 
or the Kawasaki/EML may be the 
best bargain going.

Moran 
then quickly dashed by Pfetzing and 


-set his sights on Christian, slowly but 


surely closing the gap. Coming off, 
turn four as they headed for the 
checkered, Moran went to the outside 
and got the drive. They finished side- 
by-side with Christian getting: the 
win by inches. Both received a rous- 
ing standing ovation for their effort. 

Moran got back on the winning 
track when he took the lead from 
Faria on lap one in event 13 and never 
looked back. Pfetzing also got back 
on the winning ledger when he out- 
dueled Jim Lawson on lap one of 
event 14. Lawson stayed close, but 
had to settle for second. Christiaf, 
who looked to be the winner, saw his 
title hopes slip away when he bit the 
dust-on the back chute on lap one of 
event 15, Christian was slow to getup 
as he injured his right knee, but was 
able to walk off under his own power. 

Moran's last ride wasa thriller that 
had the fans on their feet and scream- 
ing the entire distance.

After suffering through a malady of various 
mechanical ills and one crash in the three 
previous rounds of the series, Team Onta- 
rio’s John Ashmead and Lynn Miller put it 


all together at Green Valley 
Race City for their first win of 
the season. Ashmead and Miller 
rode a Honda VF1000R to a 


five-lap margin of victory on the 1.5- 
mile, seven-turn road course over 
runner-up Brad Holman and the ABC 
Racing Suzuki GS1150 in the four- 
hour race. 

The turnout for the endurance 
round wasa very slim nine teams due 
toall the top series runners passing up 
the Texas round to prepare for the 
upcoming Paul Revere 250 at Day- 
tona in July. Miller, riding the first 
leg on the American Honda/Ontario 
Moto-Tech/Dunlop/D.E. Machina/ 
Lindsay Equipment/Cam-2/Spectro/ 
ND/Moto-X Fox Honda, jumped into 
the lead at the start and was trailed by 
Marvin West on the Euro-Cycle 
Imports BMW 1000, Robert Bub rid- 
ing the Back Road Bandits Suzuki, 
the Yamaha FJ600 of Team Visa, and 
Holman. 

By the completion of the second 
lap, Holman had moved into third 
and began to close on West. Miller 
had the Ontario Honda on the move 
and began to stretch outa lead on the 
field. On lap six, Holman got around 
West and started to move on Miller. 
Miller, Holman and West were now 
in the process of building a com- 
manding lead on the balance of the 
field. By the halfway point of the first 
hour, West began to slow on the 
BMW and on the next lap left the race 
with a blown motor. 

With 15 minutes left in the first 
hour, Holman got around Miller for 
the lead. Tully went down in turn 
one, but was able to get the bike up 
and maintain*Team Visa’s lead in the 
GTU class. At the end of the first 
hour, Miller had the lead back with 
Holman running second on the same 
lap. The Back Road Bandits team on 
their Bassani/Withrow Suzuki/ND/ 
Barnett/West Alexandria Amoco 
Suzuki with Matt Washington rid- 
ing, held third over Team Visa and 
Team Northstar. 

Four hours of endurance racing in 











the hot Texas sun is no easy feat for 
any team, let alone one rider without 
relief, but that’s just what Holman 
elected to do. 

Ashmead, riding for Ontario, began 
to motor away from Holman. “Our 
power’s good and it’s handling super, 
but the main thing is we know our 
clutch problem is solved. My arm is 
still sore from the crash at Willow 
and I’ma little out of shape, but we’re 
running great,” said Miller. 

At the halfway point in the race, 
Ontario held a two-lap advantage on 
Holman with Back Road Bandits 
third; Northstar Racing had moved 
around Team Visa for fourth. 

The third hour saw Ontario witha 
five-lap lead over Holman. Team 
Visa’s Steve Tully, with Bob Green 
now on the track, explained a prob- 
lem the team was having: “Our clutch 
is slipping so we're taking it easy.”

HELSINKI, FINLAND, MAY 12 

A dose of flu wrecked Danny 
Chandler’s hopes of staying 
with the point standings leaders 
when he had to pull out of the 
second moto of the Finnish Grand 
Prix. 

The KTM rider struggled to third 
in moto one after starting strongly 
and leading in the opening stages, 
but he couldn’t keep it up for 45 
minutes. Getting out of the gate well 
in third place at the start of the 
second moto, he soon started to go 
backwards and slipped down to 15th 
before calling it a day. 

“I just got weaker and weaker,” 
said the Californian. “In the end I 
just couldn’t hold on anymore. I was 
retching inside my helmet but 
couldn't bring anything up and had 
real bad pains in my back and side 
which got worse with every bump.” 

Honda teammates Andre Malherbe 
and Erik Geboers shared a first and 
second place each to go to the top of 
the point standings. 

Never at home on the bumpy sand 


pit track just outside Helsinki, last - 


week’s leader Thorpe was néver in 
the running. He held third behind 
Malherbe as the Belgian closed on 
early leader Chandler, but then caught 
his foot on his Honda’s radiator 
cover in a deep rut and fell, dropping 
down the field as Malherbe hit the 
front and started his coast home to an 
easy win. 

Thorpe fought back for fourth 
behind the fading Chandler, but his 
teammate Geboers had by this time 
taken over the second spot. 

Double winner in Sweden last week, 
Geboers was robbed of the chance to 
attack defending champ Malherbe 
when he got tangled with another 
bike on the first lap. 

He stayed on, just, but by the time 
he recovered he’d slipped down the 
field and had to work hard to get back 
on terms. He managed second by 
halfway, but Malherbe had already 
gone by then. 

“I had to try so hard in the begin- 
ning that in the end I was tired and 
couldn’t catch Andre, but I'll do bet-

ter in the next race,” said the 22-year- 
old Belgian ex-125cc World Cham- 
pion. 

And he quickly showed he meant 
business when the gate dropped on 
moto two, hitting the front from the 
start and holding it for four laps. But 
Malherbe was in top form and was 
soon right with him and pressuring 
hard, taking over the front-running 
position for the middle period of the 
race, but Geboers had everything 
under control. 

This time Malherbe couldn’t stay: 
with “The Kid” and he stalled his 
engine in a slow turn, losing 10 
seconds restarting that let Geboers 
free to take a clear lead. 

The two Belgians were so far ahead 
of third man Thorpe that Malherbe’s 
second was never in danger, but 
Thorpe himself wasn’t so lucky. 

Starting to fade in the closing stages 
after fighting through from seventh, 
he was first passed by Kawasaki 
number one Georges Jobe and then 
on the last lap by America’s former 
250cc World Champion, Danny 
LaPorte, to slip back to fifth in the 
race and third in the series, 10 points 
adrift of leader Malherbe. 

“I got nackered,” admitted the 
British rider. “The brain was work- 
ing, but the body wasn’t; I don’t 
know why, and here if you don't ride 
quickly you hit every bump and that 
makes it worse.” 

Jobe’s third place was made even 
more creditable when he revealed 
later that he’d ridden the whole race 
without a front brake after a first lap 
collision. 

Unhappily a stone jammed between 
his gearbox sprocket and chain ruined 
his first race, but the Belgian is still 
waiting for his day to come and 
there’s a long way to go yet in the 
12-round series. 

LaPorte also had a bad first moto, 
to mar his second leg efforts, crashing 
in the early stages and breaking his 
clutch, losing a lap while he carried 
out running repairs and being cred- 
ited with 20th place. 

Yamaha number one Hakan Carl- 
qvist was struggling against the same 
flu bug that hit Chandler and could 
only manage eighth in moto one 
before he pulled out of the second leg 
with fever after only two laps. a

Reply from “Ban ‘em”’ Statler 


Thank you for your most compre- 
hensive and thoughtful letter con- 
cerning ATVs. Most of my mail these 
days on that subject, in response to 
misinformation in trade publications, 
doesn’t quite fall in that category. 

While, obviously, some number of 
accidents on ATVs are associated 
with rider misbehavior, we at the 
Commission are most concerned 
about any design flaws that may be 
tied to the vehicle, thereby lending to 
a tendency, to flipover and rollover. 
The Commission is trying to do its 
job by alerting consumers to the pos- 
sible problems and risks associated 
with this vehicle, and determining as 


_ quickly as possible what more needs 


to be done, from a regulatory stand- 
point, by carefully assessing the dyna- 
mic stability or instability of ATVs. 

You ask in your letter that we “‘in- 
vestigate” statistics regarding ATV 
injuries. Our well-trained epidemio- 
logical staff is currently working with 
hospital emergency rooms, medical 
practioners. and others in an effort to 
report only the most accurate of sta- 
tistics in Commission briefing mate- 
rials and documents. 

Since it appears that you have fol- 
lowed the work of the Commission 
through the media, the fact is that 
many of the products we recall are at 
fault, regardless of how they are used. 
Or often, certain types of “misuse” 
are so foreseeable that manufacturers 


should anticipate such behavior and ° 


design the product in a manner that 
will prevent further tragedy. Many 
lives have been saved, and serious 
injuries averted, because a particualr 
product had been at fault and con- 
sumers notified in time.

I, like you, probably took most of 
these things for granted. I’ve been 
reading about all the problems with 
the Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission and ATVs, and I took a few 
moments last week to shoot off a few 
letters to those guys, as Cycle News 
had suggested. 

A few days.ago I got a letter back 
from Stuart M. Statler, the commis- 
sioner of the CPSC. After reading his 
letter and other enclosed informa- 
tion, I’m convinced these guys aren’t 
kidding. This group has the power to 
ban ATVs and recall the ones that 
have been sold, and they will do it. 
I’m also convinced that off-road 
motorcycles will come next, and don’t 
dare think for a second that they 
won’t be able to get to motorcycles. 
They can and they will, unless every- 
one starts writing. 

Here’re a few comments Statler 
made in a CPSC statement, which 
was sent to me along with his letter: 

“Tve not seen anything like it 
(deaths and serious injuries on three- 
wheel ATVs) for any product hazard 
in my five years serving as commis- 
sioner of this agency ...a senior 
staff analyst . . . told us recently that 
in his 12 years with the CPSC, he’s 
never witnessed an emerging safety 
problem of these dimensions. 

“Where and how will this mayhem 
stop? What will be done by the firms 
that produce ATVs? 

“.,.I am so distressed by the 
dimensions of this emerging risk 
based on what I already know, that I 
believe serious consideration needs to 
be given in the months ahead to the 
advisability of seeking a halt in future 
three-wheeled ATV production and 
possibly recalling all such vehicles 
previously sold. 

“For the life of me, I can’t imagine 
any conscientious manufacturer, con- 
fronted with such mounting evidence 
as we have already gathered, not tak- 
ing immediate action to halt current 
production and sale of this vehicle 
... towait any longer while the body 
count of unsuspecting kids skyrockets, 
strikes me as callous and uncaring. 
And it’s wrong too. It’s wrong froma 
moral standpoint . . . 


“These firms should cease burying 
their heads in the sand as if they bear 
no responsibility ... they know 
who’s getting maimed and crushed 
and killed. It’s mainly young kids . . . 
these firms know there’s a problem — 
and right now they’re it!” 

Do you see what I’m seeing? This 
government agency is coming down 
hard on the manufacturers, and just 
remember that those same manufac- 
turers sponsor motorcycle racing by 
paying salaries to the factory riders, 
giving support rides through local 
shops, giving bonues to amateur rac- 
ers, etc. 

Stick up for the manufacturers by 
writing those letters! Our democratic 
form of government allows this, and 
we are lucky to have the right to 
speak our opinions. Please let your 
feelings be known, or we'll all be rid- 
ing and racing skateboards in 1986.

World Team Speedway Championship 


England wins in the 


UK

BRADFORD, ENGLAND, MAY 12 


The opening round of the World Team 
Speedway Championship saw an overwhelm- 
ing victory by England, 42 points to Austra- 
lia’s 21, New Zealand’s 17 and Finland’s 16. 


This meeting was the first to be 
staged at the 1985 world indi- 
vidual final venue, and with 
the stadium in the middle of 
being virtually rebuilt, (some $2 mil- 
lion is to be spent before comple- 
tion), some areas looked like a patch- 
work quilt. 

The eventual outcome of the meet- 
ing was no surprise to anyone, but 
the question was who would finish 
second to go into the next round. 

With England never losing the 
lead the race was on between Austra- 
lia and Finland in the early stages. 
The Aussies pulled away from New 
Zealand and Finland by the halfway 
stage, and after that made sure of 
qualification by steadily picking up 
the minor points. 

Australia’s chances would have been 
easier but for the sad death of Billy 
Sanders — who recently committed 
suicide — and the team now felt as 
they owe it to the former world num- 
ber two to progress as far as they can. 

Phil Crump top scored with eight 
points taking two wins backed up by 
Steve Baker with six points. 

The old master Ivan Mauger gave 
us a glimpse of the past Mauger, 
although his points total was only 
four he showed that the competitive 
skills were still there but started to 
tire towards the end of each of his 
races. 





Finland’s top scorer, Kai Niemi, 
now with Ipswich speedway in Eng- 
land scored 10 of his country’s total of 
16; the rest found the going to be 
tough. 

England’s team manger John Berry 
picked a youthful-looking team nam- 
ing no individual captain but saying 
that the position would be shared. 

After. four races England found 
themselves with a four-point lead, 
only one point being dropped that by 
America’s speedway Enemy Number 
One, Kenny Carter. England found 
the meeting embarrassingly easy, 
finding themselves with a 10-point 
lead by the halfway interval. 

Though none of the English riders 
gained a maximum, Carter, Doncas- 
ter and Tatum all scored 11 points 
and Phil Collins who missed the gate 
a couple of times found that ona very 
slick track surface coming from the 
back was almost impossible. 

England and Australia now qual- 
ify for the Inter-Continental Final at 
Vojens, Denmark on June 23. Amer- 
ica has been seeded direct to the final 
which is at Long Beach on August 10.

the others to go faster,” he said. 

Ballard was all smiles at the finish 
with fourth overall, and he said, “I 
had mononucleosis for six weeks 
altogether, so believe me, it feels fan- 
tastic to get a ride again.” He was also 
hampered by a flat tire. “I'm just a 
little off the pace as far as fitness goes. 
My arms gave me a bit of a problem, 
but I felt good, and I’m looking for- 
ward to the rest of the series. I think I 
might be very close to leading overall 
in points, but because they score the 
best six out of 10 rounds, you have to 
do well in all the races.” 

Ballard’s teammate, John Martin, 
had trouble soon after the start when 
his bike threw the chain. “It flopped 
off in the woods, about a mile out, 
and then on the second to last lap it 
fell off again,” said Martin. Never 
one to give up, Martin worked his 
way from 19th at the end of lap one to 
16th after lap two, 10th after lap three 
and eighth by the finish. 

National Enduro Champion Terry 
Cunningham won the 125cc A class 
and finished sixth overall for the day. 
When announcer Cotter asked Cun- 
ningham if it was difficult riding a 
125cc mount, he said, “Yes, it is. 
With the mud and-rocks and tight 
trails you have to work through and 
between the rocks and over the logs, 
and with a 125 that’s a little rough.” 

Paul Lemon won the 200cc A class 
on a Kawasaki KDX200 and finished 
10th overall. He carded an excellent 
ride, finishing the first two laps ahead 
of Cunningham. Lemon, who receives 
support from Charlie’s Cycle Sales of 
Parkersburg, West Virginia, said, “I 
never had any trouble today. Tony 
Hendon was right behind me the first 
lap, and then I guess he broke or 
something because I never saw him 
again.” 

Second in the class originally went 
to Craig Hayes, but he was disquali- 
fied for riding a 125cc Husky kitted to 
173cc. “I really hated to do it,” said 
promoter Coombs. “‘He put ina good 
ride, but the rules are the rules.” 
David Fallas moved to second. 

Mike Treadway scored his first 
class win in the Four-Stroke class, 
after finishing third at the Kentucky 
round and second in Tennessee. The 
New Lexington, Ohio, Honda-Suzuki 
dealer, who has also won the Four- 
Stroke class at the Blackwater 100 
three times, said, “I had no flat tires 
today, like in Tennessee. Everything 
went well.” 

Can-Am product manager Jeff 
Smith carded his third win in the 
Super Senior class, and the defending 
class titlist appeared to be well-recov- 
ered from his broken leg early in the

Hearing on ATV safety 


Congressman 
blasts CPSC 
approach 


These are the opening remarks of 
Congressman Larry Craig in the 
House Commerce, Consumer and 
Monetary Affairs Subcommittee hear- 
ings on ATV safety and the Consu- 
mer Product Safety Commission’s 
handling of the ATV safety issue. 
The hearings ran from 9:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. with two 10-minute breaks, 
and were inconclusive .. . Editor. 


WASHINGTON, DC, MAY 21 
Thank you, Mr. Chairman. The 
recent increase in deaths and 
injuries related to the popular 
three-wheeled, all-terrain vehi- 
cle (ATV) is of great concern. The 
statistics of nearly 100,000 injuries 
and about 160 deaths over the past 
three years appear to be alarming. I 
share your desire to hold this hear- 
ing, so we can ascertain the circum- 
stances surrounding these statistics 
and to evaluate how the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC) 
is responding. 

But, Mr. Chairman, I am just as 
concerned, if not more so, about 1242 
deaths which occurred in 1983 related 
to boating accidents; half a million 
people per year requiring hospital 
emergency treatment due to bicycle 
accidents — 300,000 of which are 
children under the age of 14. 105 
children died in 1983 because of bicy- 
cles. And how about the estimated 
300 deaths which occur per year from 
horseback riding accidents? And yet, 
I have not heard one word out of the 
CPSC on these tragic deaths and 
injuries. I have not seen one press 
release from the CPSC expressing the 
supposed “inherent” dangers of these 
products. Nor have I seen, heard, or 
read about any of these equally unfor- 
tunate deaths and the circumstances 
surrounding them in the media. Iam 
also unaware of any congressional 
hearings investigating these events 
which have deprived our fellow citi- 
zens of living a full life, by this:sub- 
committee or any other in Congress. 
Over 1000 deaths associated with 
boating in just one year compared to 
160 deaths over three years, and yet 
they seem to go unnoticed and un- 
challenged. 


It seems, Mr. Chairman, that de- 
spite the best intentions of Congress 
and Federal regulators, we cannot 
produce a risk-free society in which 








only the hand of God decides who 
stays and who goes. Nor should we. 
We cannot legislate a risk-free, or 
utopian society; and we cannot regu- 
late one. 

Nevertheless, Congress has found 
it necessary to establish certain Fed- 
eral agencies to protect us from our- 
selves and the products we produce. I 
do not believe, however, it was the 
intent of Congress to create such Fed- 
eral regulators simply to be turned 
loose on businesses. Congress has a 
responsibility to ensure that these 
agencies do not overstep their 
grounds. We have a responsibility to 
ensure these agencies do not exceed 
their Congressional mandate, and we 
certainly have a responsibility to en- 
sure that these agencies do not en- 
croach on the freedoms and liberties 
provided our citizens and outlined in 
our Constitution. 

Two years ago, the CPSC outlawed 
the use of urea formaldehyde foam 
insulation based on information and 
tests it had that the product was car- 
cinogenic. Its ban was later struck 
down by a U.S. Appellate Court, 
which was unconvinced that the CPSC 
laboratory test on rats showed that 
the insulation was cancer-causing. 
After spending nearly $2 million in 
taxpayer dollars, the CPSC got noth- 
ing it had asked for, but everything it 
had hoped for. It nearly destroyed the 
urea formaldehyde industry and 
knocked down resale values of Amer- 
ican homes insulated with the prod- 
uct by $15,000. This particular in- 
dustry was fortunate enough to fight 
this government agency, with mil- 
lions of tax dollars at their disposal, 
because it, too, had the financial 
resources. But what about our nation’s 
small businesses? What recourse will 
they have when the CPSC or any 
other Federal regulator decides it’s 
their product that deserves to be 
banned? Should we allow un-elected 
bureaucrats to go around squashing 
businesses like bugs on a sidewalk? 

In regard to today’s hearing and 
the CPSC handling of the ATV situa- 
tion, there are some who have claimed 
that the agency may not be meeting 
its congressional mandate of protect- 
ing the American public from unrea- 
sonable risks of injury associated with 
consumer products. This claim was 
made despite a letter sent to our sub- 
committee just about three weeks ago 
from the Office of Technology Assess- 
ment which said, “The information 
gathered by CPSC impresses us both 
with respect to the thoroughness of 
their preliminary investigation and 
the soundness of their approach.” 
That letter not withstanding, it is my 
belief, Mr. Chairman, that the CPSC 
in general, and certain Commission- 
ers in particular, may have exceeded 
their regulatory authority and shirked 
their responsibility in an unwarranted 
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and undocumented attack on the 
ATV, its users and manufacturers. In 
the process of this selected persecution, 
it may well be revealed that the CPSC 
and some of its Commissioners have 
violated Federal law which merits an 
investigation of the agency by the 
U.S. Department of Justice. 

Section 6(b)6 of the Consumer Prod- 
uct Safety Act states, “Where the 
Commission initiates the public dis- 
closure of information that reflects 
on the safety of a consumer product 
or class of products, whether or not 
such information would enable the 
public to ascertain readily the iden- 
tity of a manufacturer or private 
labeler, the Commision shall estab- 
lish procedures designed to ensure 
that such information is accurate and 
not misleading.” 

One CPSC Commissioner has pub- 
licly claimed that the ATV vehicle is 
the most hazardous product he has 
seen in his five years at the agency. He 
has publicly asserted over and over 
again that the vehicles are inherently 
dangerous without having the docu- 
mentation to back such claims. He 
has hinted at the ATV’s design and 
perceived instability as the cause of 
accidents, again without documenta- 
tion. He has sent out his own biased 
news release to the press under the 
guise of seeking public information, 
and he gloats before a convention of 
lawyers that the CPSC can recall 
products even if the precise nature of 
the defect is not pinpointed. He has 
accused the industry of burying their 
head in the sand and threatened to 
ban the production of ATVs while 
recalling those already sold. 

In this country, Mr. Chairman, 
that type of attitude is more inherently 
dangerous than any machine or prod- 
uct man may ever produce. In addi- 
tion, such public statements may 
deny any opportunity for the com- 
mission to seek successful litigation 
against the manufacturers should, at 
the conclusion of its investigation, it 
deems necessary. How many more 
millions of dollars will the CPSC 
spend to lose another round in court? 

The CPSC is just now starting its 
official investigation of ATVs, a study 
that is not expected to be completed 
until September 1986. In the mean- 
time, the CPSC has been using injury 
and death statistics which are very 
questionable. Such statistics include 
the death of an eight-year-old boy 
from New England who was playing 
in the snow last winter. He was ona 
toboggan being towed“ behind an 
ATV driven by his brother on a snow- 
covered, paved road. They went 
around a corner and the toboggan 
slid into a tree killing the little boy. 
This is now an ATV statistic, not-a 
toboggan statistic. If my father got 
his ATV stuck in the mud, got off the 
machine to pull it out and dislocated 
his shoulder in the process — his 
injury: would be listed as an ATV 
injury. These are the type of mis- 
construed figures used by the CPSC 
as justification for their vengeances 
on the ATV user and industry. If 
small children are being killed and 
hurt on the ATV, let’s recall the par- 
ents, not the machine. 


This is the information used by 
one Commissioner to damn an indus- 
try. This is the same Commissioner 
who will help decide what final action 
should be taken by the CPSC after 
their investigation is concluded. How 
can we possibly expect him to partici- 
pate in a fair and honest manner? 

Finally, Mr. Chairman, I would 
like to speak briefly about today’s 
hearing. We all know that the ATV 
industry has had more than its share of 
bad publicity in the media. We know 
that action taken by certain members 
of the CPSC have placed the industry 
and its users into a position where 





‘they have not had a fair chance to 


respond. I thought today’s hearing 
would give them that chance. But it 
seems, even the Commerce, Consumer, 
and Monetary Affairs Subcommittee 
has been taken advantage of. After 
reviewing today’s witness list, I notice 
the victims of ATV accidents will go 
first so the TV cameras will run, 
record their side of the tragic events, 
and be gone by the time the industry 
and users are supposed to testify. Vic- 
tims of ESM Government Securities 
and Bevill, Bressler, & Shulman didn’t 
testify first in our last hearings. Why 
are we changing formats now? It’s 
unfair, Mr. Chairman. 

I noticed we have a witness who isa 
college professor and chairman of the 
Department of Mechanical Engineer- 
ing at the City College of New York. I 
assume he will give the subcommittee 
the very detailed and technical faults 
in the design of the ATV, as he did in 
a lawsuit, despite the fact he had 
never inspected, researched, ridden, 
or owned an ATV, until just before 
he testified in court. 

And yet, Mr. Chairman, Honda 
Motor Corp. of America offered to 
bring back from Japan Mr. Taka- 
husi, the gentleman who designed, 
engineered, and received the patent 
on the ATV, to testify before this sub- 
committee and yet, no invitation was 
extended. I find that hard to believe 
and it’s unfair. I also find it hard to 
believe that an epidemiological study 
on injuries associated with the use of 
ATVs, the only-official study done by 
any government and reported in a 
Center for Disease Control weekly 
report, goes unnoticed by this sub- 
committee. The reason the study, 
conducted by the State of Alaska’s - 
Department of Health and Social 
Services, has received so little attention 
may be due to its findings which dis- 
pute much of what the CPSC has 
been claiming. Mr. Chairman, the 
only official report in the nation, and 
the people responsible for it are not 
with us today to share some of their 
insight with us. It’s unfair. It appears 
the card deck has. been stacked 
even before the players got to the 
table. On its face, the witness list 
looks so one-sided that the only peo- 
ple missing are Jane Fonda, Sissy 
Spacek, and Jessica Lange. And they 
probably would have been here if 
only they had made a movie on ATVs. 

So far, we have talked only about 
the tragedy surrounding these ma- 
chines. Let’s shift gears — let's talk 
about the 600 AT Vs owned and oper- 
ated by the U.S. Forest Service or how 
the U.S. Border Patrol utilizes the 
ATV to help secure our borders . . . or 
about the ATV is the only vehicle the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers will 
allow to drive across earthen dams 
like we have in Idaho, and how 
search and rescue teams use the ATV 
to reach places no other motorized 
machine can go to help save lives — 
not take them. 

The Louisiana State Penitentiary 
at Angola; the San Bernardino County 
Sheriffs Department; the Mississippi 
Farm Bureau; the Phoenix Police 
Department; the Alabama Department 
of Conservation and Natural Re- 
sources; Ed Pratt of Connecticut; Mike 
and Bob Morgan of San Antonio, 
Texas; Susan Halbert of Anchorage, 
Alaska; Charles Swason of Zimmer- 
man, Minnesota; and Margaret Jones 
of Anaheim, California, all have 
something in common: They own, 
ride, and safely use ATVs. They all 
fear our government wants to take 
them away. 

Mr. Chairman, I think their feel- 
ings and those of thousands of other 
Americans can best be summed up by 
a statement made by Keith Gauer, an 
ATV rider from North Carolina who 
said, “I’ll be damned if I'll let them 
take my three-wheeler.”. Thank you.

Statler denies 
calling for 
recall

Commissioner Stuart M. Statler 
of the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission denied he 
had ever called for a recall and 


ban of ATVs when confronted by this 
reporter after a congressional sub- 
committee hearing in Washington. 


“T havea problem, both as a citizen 
and as an editor, with you showing 
up continually on television and in 
the general press advocating a ban 
and recall of ATVs,” this reporter 
told Statler immediately ‘following 
the conclusion of a House Commerce, 
Consumer and Monetary Affairs Sub- 
committee hearing into the CPSC’s 
handling of the ATV safety situation. 

“I never said that,” Statler replied. 
“I haven’t said we Should recall and 
ban ATVs.” 


Statler went on to tell this reporter 
that he felt manufacturers of ATVs 
should immediately cease production 
of ATVs and recall those already in 
the hands of consumers, and refund 
full value to people who have pur- 
chased them. 

In a letter, dated March 7, to state 
consumer protection agencies, Statler 
wrote that CPSC “Options range . . . 
to halting future three-wheeled ATV 
production; to possible recalling all 
such vehicles previously sold.” 


In a CPSC hearing in Washington 
on April 3, Statler said “As one 
Commissioner, I am so distressed by 
the dimensions of this emerging risk 
based on what we already know, that 
I believe serious consideration needs 
to be given in the months ahead to 
the advisability of seeking a halt in 
future three-wheeled ATV produc- 
tion and possibly recalling all such 
vehicles previously sold.” 


At that same hearing — and in a 
written statement released to the press 
at that hearing — Statler went on to 
say, “For the life of me, I can’t 
imagine any conscientious manufac- 
turer, confronted with such 
mounting evidence as we have already 
gathered, not taking immediate action 
to halt current production and sale of 
this vehicle until a safer design is 
forthcoming.” 

Statler also appeared in the ABC 
television broadcast of the 20/20 show 
on April 25, and was shown on 
camera saying “The real question is 
why don’t these manufacturers, basi- 
cally four foreign manufacturers, re- 
cognize the seriousness of this prob- 
lem and cease production immediate- 
ly, and possibly recall every one of 
those 1.8 million that are out on the 
market.” 


Observers of the exchange between 
Statler and this reporter suggested 
that Statler’s denials, despite docu- 
ments and videotapes contradicting 
those denials, call into question his 
recent statements to the American 
Motorcyclist Assn. (AMA) that the 
CPSC will not expand its crusade 
against ATVs to include off-road 
motorcycles. 


Statler’s comments to the AMA 
also contradicted ATV Task Force 
Chairman Nick Marchica, who, in a 
telephone interview April 19, said 
when asked if the CPSC is interested 








in motorcycles, “No, except motor- 
cycles which are not registered and 
licensed for highway use.” 


AMA believes Statiler’s 
claims: 


No CPSC bike 
investigation?

The American Motorcyclist As- 
sociation has issued a press 
release discounting the chan- 
ces of the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission (CPSC) expand- 
ing its ongoing investigation of ATVs 
to include motorcycles and quoting 
CPSC Commissioner Stuart M. Statler 
as proof of that claim. 

According to the press release, “. . . 
the AMA’s Government Relations 
Department and magazine staff inter- 
viewed a top ATV industry official 
and representatives of the CPSC. Ad- 
ditionally, the AMA drew on its own 
experiences with this federal agency 
and with ATV safety in sanctioned 
competition. 

“Some of the AMA’s finding in- 
clude: 

“According to Commissioner Stuart 
Statler, the CPSC investigation will 
not go beyond ATVs. The agency 
‘reviewed dirt bikes and minibikes 
only by way of comparison,’ he com- 
mented.” 

The press release went on to quote 
Alan Isley of the Specialty Vehicle 
Institute of America as saying “Mr. 
Statler takes a very dramatic approach, 
especially with the media, emphasiz- 
ing alarming incidents and injury 
estimates to add impact to his per- 
sonal views. The commission as a 
whole is taking objective and respon- 
sible action.” 

The AMA release goes on to state 
that the American All-Terrain Vehi- 
cle Association (AATVA), which is 
affiliated with the AMA, “. . . in 1984 
sanctioned 971 ATV competition 
events with nearly 20,000 participants, 
experiencing only 30 injuries requir- 
ing treatment. The AMA and the 
AATVA believe their figures dem- 
onstrate ATVs are not unreasonably 
dangerous when operated properly.” 


Statler rejects 
enthusiasts’ 
input |

Commissioner Stuart M. Statler 
of the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission today re- 
jected input from ATV owners 
and enthusiasts regarding his repeated 
call for a ban and recall on the vehi- 
cles, despite characterizing the input 
as thoughtful and articulate. 
Statler’s rejection of the input — 
which disagreed with his approach 
on the ATV safety — ran contrary to 
the CPSC’s frequent recent requests 
for input from ATV enthusiasts and 
users, and contradicted agency state- 
ments that all such input would be 
carefully considered. Observers at the 
hearing suggested that Statler’s re- 
fusal to accept points made by the 
letter writers reflected Statler’s con- 
viction that AT Vsare inherently unstable 
even though the agency has not yet 
completed a statistically-valid study 
of accidents nora complete engineer- 





ing analysis of three-wheeled ATVs. 

Ina letter dated March 7 and sent to 
individual state consumer protection 
agency offices, Statler wrote “You 
can help us deal with this risk by 
alerting your constituency to send me 
any information about ATV instabil- 
ity, learning of an incident, suffering 
an injury, etc.; as well as any personal 
observations, based on use, as to the 
ATV’s configuration, loss of control, 
handling characteristics, speed, or 
overall safety. I will share such infor- 
mation with my fellow Commission- 
ers and our staff. I sincerely appre- 
ciate your assistance.” 

Apparently Statler’s interest in in- 
put on ATV stability is limited to 
input that supports his view that 
ATVs should be banned and recalled. 


Testifying before the House Com- 
merce, Consumer and Monetary Af- 
fairs Subcommittee in a hearing on 
the CPSC’s reaction to rising concern 
over ATV safety, Statler said “I’ve 
received several hundred letters — 
most of them form letters — inspired 
by user organizations and industry 
trade publications. But other con- 
cerned users have taken the time to 
thoughtfully and articulately assert 
that the meteoric rise in death and 
injury is not the fault of the vehicle 
itself. As one letter typically states: 
‘Put the blame where it belongs on 
the user, not the vehicle. Let’s take 
care of this problem by making the 
users better, not by banning ATVs.’ 

“Avid ATV users also stress that 
people engage in all sorts of recrea- 
tional sports because they want to — 
like flying, skiing, surfing, skate- 
boarding and the rest — and that 
accidents occur in all of these activi- 
ties,” Statler continued. “They argue 
that many products and activities 
present hazards and everyone knows 
it, so why should Big Brother in 
Washington try to protect us. In 
short, many of these users contend 
that ATVs don’t kill . . . people do. 

“When it comes to three-wheeled 
ATVs, I part ways with the thrust of 
these sentiments,” Statler said. “At 
the outset, let me acknowledge that 
in any such activity (and ATV use is 
no exception), people can be careless. 
With ATVs, they may ride without 
proper training, or absent protective 
clothing or gear; they may ride after 
drinking alcohol; they may ride at 
night or in traffic areas; they may ride 
double; or they may engage in other 
misguided practices that obviously 
can lead to their own undoing. But 
my principal concern is this: Apart 
from any possible misuse or abuse, 
the very design of these vehicles may 
well render them inherently unstable 
and unreasonably dangerous . . . and 
so many users are wholly unaware of 
this. 

“The plain fact,” Statler continued, 
“is that three-wheeled ATVs are not 
like motorcycles, dirt bikes, trail bikes, 
or even bicycles of any sort, which 
everyone knows can fall over. ATVs 
look like they won't. They look sta- 
ble. Participants in stock car races, or 
surfing, or skiing know that they’re 
assuming a risk and that’s part of the 
sport. But most ATV riders — and in 
the case of young kids, their parents 
— have noconception of this. Because 
the vehicle looks stable, buyers assume 
itis. They assume it is safer than the 
dirt bike or trail bike — that it won’t 
tip over or flip over or roll over. But 
the facts don’t bear that out. 

“That's worthy of repeating,” Stat- 
ler said. “‘Clearly, not every ATV user 
recognizes and willingly accepts the 
risk inherent in riding an ATV. Cer- 
tainly children don’t — they can’t. 
Can a five, seven, or nine-year-old, or 
even a 10 or 12-year-old child really 
appreciate that they may be risking 
their lives or inviting life confined to 
a wheelchair if they somehow mess 











up in performing the tricky balanc- 
ing acts thatare required to ride these 
vehicles? Hardly. Do parents who let 
their small children ride three-wheeled 
ATVs understand and accept the fact 
that their precious son or daughter 
can easily flip over in an instant and 
be crushed, paralyzed or killed? No 
way. Yet because of the marketing by 
ATV companies explicitly aimed at 
kids, and because of the stable appear- 
ance of the vehicle itself, youngsters 
and parents have been lulled into 
believing that the three-wheeled ATV 
couldn’t possibly tip over... that 
it’s just not like the traditional two- 
wheel dirt bike that can’t even stand 
on its own without some support.” 

Continuing in his testimony, Statler 
told the Subcommittee “Based on the 
information currently before us, the 
performance characteristics of three- 
wheeled ATVs are suspect. We've 
received and continue to assess infor- 
mation concerning tipovers, flipov- 
ers, and rollovers. We already know 
that, to operate such a vehicle prop- 
erly, the rider must induce instability. 

“Let me elaborate on that critical 
point,” Statler ‘continued. “In at- 
tempting to turn a three-wheeled 
ATV, one of the rear wheels must be 
raised from contact with the ground 
or path. The ATV is then awkwardly 
and precariously balanced on two 
wheels, one front, one back. In doing 
that, the user must shift his weight, 
but not his body, in the direction 
away from the turn in order to permit 
the vehicle to turn. Otherwise, because 
typically there is no differential on 
the two rear wheels, it is exceedingly 
difficult to get the three-wheeler to 
steer. This motion is unlike any turn- 
ing maneuver familiar to most of us 
who have ridden bicycles, trail bikes, 
minibikes or motorcycles. It is pre- 
cisely the opposite of what our natu- 
ral instincts tell us and everything 
our experience with such other vehi- 
cles has taught us. 


“Sure, ATV riders should be ade- 
quately trained and cautioned repeat! 
edly to wear proper safety gear. Sure, 
they should only ride according to 
recommended practices, and eschew 
riding double and driving and drink- 
ing, and the like. But those reminders 
alone don’t address the ‘Hidden 
Hazard’ in three-wheeled ATV use. 
These vehicles involve a risk to which 
riders are exposed unknowingly, un- 
thinkingly, unsuspectingly and there- 
fore unintentionally. It 1s-a risk they 
can’t fully appreciate — especially if 
they’re youngsters, but even if they’re 
adults, and even if they’re properly 
trained, and educated, geared up and 
attired. This inherent instability — 
coupled with a relatively high center 
of gravity, and the absence in past 
models of any independent suspen- 
sion — works to create far too many 
hazardous situations which are ex- 
ceedingly difficult for riders to avoid 
or even anticipate.” 

Continuing in his testimony, Statler 
said, “And that is where the Consu- 
mer Product Safety Commission 
comes in. Our mandate from Con- 
gress clearly is not to protect careless 
consumers from their negligence. Nor 
is it to create a risk-free society. But 
regulatory action is needed to protect 
consumers when they can’t adequately 
protect themselves. We are charged 
with protecting the public from un- 
reasonable risks of injury — espe- 
cially ‘Hidden Hazards’ — which 
people can’t, perceive or forsee or 
fully comprehend.” 

Concluding his testimony, Statler 
told the Congressmen he advocates a 
“. . . halt (to) current production and 
sale of . . . three-wheeled ATVs until 
satisfied that a far safer design is in 
the offing.”” He went on to say, “These 
vehicles may pose a substantial risk 
of injury to consumers which will 
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CPSC Chairman Terrence Scanlon. 


have to be addressed. If this can be 
accomplished through a repair or 
replacement program, that’s fine. But 
depending on the Commission’s up- 
coming assessment, complete or par- 
tial recall of ‘old-style’ ATVs, by the 
Commission or by the companies, 
may prove to be necessary.” 


Admit more research 
needed 


Commission- 
ers disagree 
with Statler

In testimony before a Congres- 
sional Subcommittee, three of 
the four members of the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Com- 
mission sharply disputed Commis- 
sioner Stuart M. Statler’s continual 
claims that evidence already compiled 
supports a recall of ATVs. Commis- 
sioners Terrence M. Scanlon, Saun- 
dra Brown Armstrong and Carol G. 
Dawson all took the position that 
information already complied is in- 
clusive and that more research is 
needed, contradicting Statler’s fre- 
quent and adament call for a ban and 
recall of ATVs. Statler often appears 
on television and in the press advo- 
cating an end to ATV use. 

CPSC Chairman Scanlon told the 
House Commerce, Consumer and 
Monetary Affairs Subcommittee, 
“Even if the Commission were con- 
vinced drastic action should be taken 
tomorrow — and evidence to support 
such a conclusion is currently lack- 
ing — it would have to do the research 
necessary, just as it is now doing to 
make its case. 

Scanlon also told the Congress- 
men, “The Commission is still gath- 
ering the information necessary to 
make a determination on the best 
course or courses of action to take. 

“No list of potential factors in- 
volved in ATV accidents would be 
complete, however,” Scanlon said, 
“if the element of operator behavior 
was not included. Of the 169 ATV 
accident cases the CPSC has studied 
in-depth to date, many involved rid- 
ing double, riding at night, or riding 
under the influence of alcohol. Not 
only that, but such things as exces- 
sive speed, showboating, riding on 
paved roads and riding without a 
helmet may come into play. For in- 
stance, the lack of a helmet may not 
cause an accident, but the use of one 
could certainly reduce the possibility 
of serious head injury.”

Scanlon. listed the seven steps 
adopted by the CPSC on April 3 to 
deal with ATV safety, including a 
hazard analysis to determine causes 
of accidents and risks in ATV riding; 
engineering and human factors stu- 
dies to determine how performance 
characteristics and/or operator be- 
havior might contribute to accidents; 
publichearings to gather input; mon- 
itoring of industry ATV rider train- 
ing programs; sharing information 
with ATV groups and government 
officials; monitoring industry efforts 
to develop a voluntary standard; and 
publication of an Advance Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking listing regu- 
latory options available to the CPSC 
and soliciting public comment. 

CPSC Vice Chairman Armstrong 
did not attend the hearing, but did 
submit a written statement, in which 
she said, ‘‘As a preliminary matter, 
however, I must qualify my testi- 
mony concerning the hazards asso- 
ciated with ATVs and the approriate 
Commission response inasmuch as 
the Commission’s in-depth investigation 
is at its inception. In April 1985, the 
Commission unanimously approved 
and implemented a comprehensive 
program of testing, information col- 
lection, and analysis aimed, in part, 
at providing answers to a number of 
questions including, but not limited 
to: What risks are associated with the 
use of ATVs? What are the factors/ 
variables which cause or contribute 
to these risks? What segments of the 
population are most at risk from use 
of ATVs? Which, if any, of the identi- 
fied hazards rise to the level of being 
‘unreasonable risks of injury,’ the 
statutory prerequisite to mandatory 
Commission action? And, finally, for 
those risks that are ‘unreasonable,’ 
what action(s) should the Commis- 
sion take? 

“Pending completion of the inves- 
tigation and receipt of answer to 
those questions and others,” Arm- 
strong said, “I simply am not in a 
position tomake definitive statements 
concerning risks associated with ATVs 
or, equally important, precisely what 
actions the Commission should ulti- 
mately take. While the current infor- 
mation certainly provides sufficient 
basis for the Commission’s decision 
to pursue its ATV investigation at an 
expeditious pace and with a heavy 
commitment of resources in Fiscal 
Years 1985 and 1986 (and, possibly, 
beyond FY 1986), much of it is ‘off- 
the-shelf’ and not yet subjected to 
detailed analysis. Consequently, addi- 
tional data, changes in circumstan- 
ces, and further testing and analysis 
may alter these preliminary impres- 
sions — revealing a far better or worse 
state of affairs than now appears. 
This, of course, would result in assess- 
ment or reassessment of both the risks 
presented by use of ATVs and the 














appropriate Commission role in ad- 
dressing those risks. Thus, in this 
fluid situation, my remarks today are 
not intended to be, and should not be, 
taken as an indication of any predis- 
position with respect to the outcome 
of this investigation.” 

After discussing estimates of ATV- 
related injuries and deaths in recent 
years, Armstrong wrote ‘However, 
the fact of deaths and injuries asso- 
ciated with use of all terrain vehicles 
and the economic implications there- 
of do not, without more (informa- 
tion), result in a determination that 
ATVs present an ‘unreasonable risk 
of injury’ that the Commission can 
and should address. This is the cru- 
cial next step in our investigation. 

“In making an ‘unreasonable risk’ 
determination, the Commission must 
balance a number of competing fac- 
tors, always keeping the public health 
and safety upper-most in its think- 
ing. Among the factors to be weighed 
are: the degree of the anticipated 
injury and the frequency of such 
injury or death; the need of the public 
for the consumer product (here, all 
terrain vehicles) and the probable 
effect of Commission action on the 
utility, cost, or availability of the 
product to meet that need; the means 
available by which to achieve the 
objective of elimination or reduction 
of the risk of injury while minimiz- 
ing adverse effects on competition or 
disruption or dislocation within the 
industry; and the industry's devel- 
opment of a relevant voluntary stan- 
dard, provided the voluntary standard 
adequately eliminates or reduces the 
identified risk of injury and the indus- 
try substantially complies with its 
requirements. As can be seen from 
this brief, non-exhaustive recitation 
of the factors that Congress has direct- 
ed us to consider in determining the 
existence of an ‘unreasonable risk of 
injury,’ the Commission has a long 
ways to go before we will be in a 
position.to make this determination. 

“Pending the results of the current 
investigation, it is difficult to deter- 
mine whether ATVs present an ‘un- 
reasonable risk of injury‘ or whether 
the Commission should ultimately 
take mandatory or some other action,” 
Armstrong said. “However, it is clear, 
and I am firmly of the opinion, that 
the rate of the deaths and injuries 
—particularly as related to children 
—demand immediate attention by 
the Commission and the ATV indus- 
try.” 

Commissioner Dawson also was 
not present at the hearing, and also 
submitted testimony in writing. 

“There is no question but that the 
statistics on AT V-related deaths and 
injuries are grim,” Dawson wrote. 
“Any time a consumer product pro- 
duces an estimated 70,000 injuries in 
a year and is associated with what are 











now at least 161 deaths, we should all 
be concerned. As we work to find 
solutions, however, we need.to keep 
in mind that we are dealing with a 
unique consumer product about 
which we know very little. The an- 
swers will come, and it is my hope 
that our seven-point program will 
provide as many of those answers as 
quickly as possible. 

“The reason ATVs are so unique is 
that they present us with a bewilder- 
ing array of variables that affect their 
safety. Their growing popularity, for 
instance, has put ATVs into the hands 
of children and adults, novices and 
pros, reckless and prudent people 
alike. They are driven over the most 
wide variety of terrain. They come in 
a broad range of sizes and engines. 
Each of these factors — human behav- 
ior, terrain, and vehicle characteris- 
tics — combine to influence the safety 
of ATVs. We need to understand how 
these variables interact before we can 
determine what is really causing ATV 
accidents. That is what the CPSC has 
begun to do.” 

Dawson continued, saying “Until 
the preliminary work is complete, 
though, including a study by our 
engineering staff and survey of a 
representative sample of injuries by 
our investigators, we cannot presume 
that we have the answers as to how 
best to deal with ATV safety issues. 
While government-sponsored:educa- 
tional campaigns are not the only 
way of addressing safety issues, for 
example, it may be that such a cam- 
paign, if done properly and with the 
cooperation of public and private 
groups, could be effective in inform- 
ing consumers about the unusual 
characteristics of these vehicles and 
the need for safety precautions. At the 
same time, after the results of the 
engineering studies are in, we may 
find that there are ways to modify the 
vehicles to improve their safety dur- 
ing use. In fulfilling my responsbili- 
ties as a Commissioner, I-would not 
act on any course of action until the 
facts are in. 

“Given, as I said earlier, the great 
number of variables that affect ATV 
performance, we would do well to get 
the answers to our most basic ques- 
tions first before deciding what steps 
to take. It would be a disservice to the 
American public to come up with a 
so-called ‘solution’ to the ATV prob- 
lem based on guesses and faulty infor- 
mation. It is essential that we have a 
basic understanding of ATV dynam- 
ics, and the factors that influence 
them, before we draw any conclu- 
sions about what should be done. 
The program that the Commission 
has undertaken fills that need, and I 
am satisfied that the agency is doing 
the necessary work, as quickly as pos- 
sible, to address. any unreasonable 
risks of injury associated with ATVs.”

Roeseler victorious 
at Virgina City GP

VIRGINIA CITY, NV, MAY 11-12 


A new 22-mile-long course greeted nearly 
1000 riders who entered the 15th annual Vir- 
ginia City GP, run by the Western States 
Racing Association. Factory Husqvarna 


desert ace Larry Roeseler 
emerged the overall victor as he 
whipped on by Tony Pasqua- 
lotto and Billy ‘Sugar Bear’ 


Grossi on the sixth of seven laps to 
win by nearly two minutes, after a 
deficit of nearly 20 minutes on the 
second lap: F 

“I knew I had my work cut out for 
me when the crew flashed a minus 20 
minutes on the board at the start of 
thesecond lap,” said Roeseler. “When 
I pitted the next time, they gave me 
lots of encouragement and we ran 
“em down.” 

Both Pasqualotto and Grossi related 
the last lap syndrome of fatigue. “I 
knew he was coming up on me and 
there was nothing I could really do. I 
tried but just couldn’t hang on to 





him,” said Pasqualotto. Grossi ap- 
peared very tired on the start of the 
seventh lap as they both pitted.” I 
was hating life the last two times 
around,” related Grossi. “I passed 
Pasqualotto two laps back, but 
couldn’t hold on; when Larry came 
by, I just let him go. I’m happy I 
finished and I'll be back.” 

The weekend was, as usual, a blast 
from early in the week right through 
the Saturday night shows where you 
could have dinner in the Delta and 
watch the floor show from the Bucket 
of Blood right across the street com- 
plete with sirens, fights and just 
plain good old Western-style fun. 

With the Marin County M.C. win- 
ning the trophy for most participants 
(about 23 with all finishing), the line 
up began about 9:30 a.m. for a 10:00 
a.m. start. Eric McKenna on his Hi-

That order held good through the 
first check with Pasqualottoand Gary 
Vanderpool over Scott Davis and Dave 
Porter in front of Robin Bennett. 

The usual Vanderpool versus Davis 
battle stopped at the halfway point 
with Davis having water troubles and 
Vanderpool the same except in dif- 
ferent places. Davis with a motor that 
expired because of the lack of it, and 
Vanderpool for too much under the 
knee. McKenna pitted in the lead on 
lap one with instructions to the pit 
for some changes while he went to 
the men’s room. Refreshed with new 
goggles, he fired up and left the pits 
with a 20-second advantage on del 
Carlo. Dean’ Joyner pitted in third, 
but suffered the first of three flats and 
was passed by McDougal’s Honda 
with Pasqualotto’s M-Star looking 
in fifth over Grossi, Shawn Gerber on 
a KTM, Curt Wilcox and Conrad 
Stitser. At this point the point board 
showed Roeseler 16th overall. 

The Brown brothers. wheelied 
through on the completion of lap 
one on their Hondas with Kevin lead- 
ing Darrol. Brad Hinson seemed in 
charge of the 250cc Junior class just 
behind with Doug Noell on the move, 
just behind Hinson, who was riding 
a Mac Robertson/SK Cycle-backed 
M-Star. 

McKenna led through the streets 
on the start of the third lap, having 
turned the fastest lap of the weekend 
at just under 38 minutes; but he had 
bike problems halfway through the 
lap and was out for some time. 
McDougal held second over Pasqua- 
lotto and Grossi’s YZ490 with Gerber 
fifth over Joyner’s YZ and Wilcox 
still leading Stitser. Ron Dillon pit- 
ted in ninth over Mike Marquez with 
Roeseler eventually moving on by. 








John Georgette, Ron Knarr, Dave 
Porter and Andy Segale rounded out 
the top 15 overall, with Joyner, Por- 
ter, Dillon and Segale on 250s and the 
rest on Open class machines. 

Goober del Carlo retired to a weld- 
ing shop to repair a broken frame but 
returned the next Jap, while Noell led 
the Sportsman class riders (but maybe 
noton corrected time) as Duke Dowell, 
rolled through traffic. Pasqualotto’s 
M-Star was all alone starting lap four 
as both Grossi and McDougal pitted 
while Gerber went by and Joyner had 
his third flat and Roeseler was up to 
sixth. 

Pasqualotto pitted at the start of 
lap five where, Grossi went through 
and took a brief lead with Roeseler in 
and out for his last pit stop in quick 
time and third. McDougal went by in 
fourth, but his bike was not sounding 
real healthy. Wilcox maintained over 
Ron Naylor, and Charlie Halcomb 
showing in the top 10 for the first 
time, over Noell and Shawn Mahn. 
With just an hour to go in the 4%- 
hour race, Pasqualotto had a 45- 
second advantage on Grossi, who 
was over a minute in front of Roe- 
seler — and this was the lap he passed 
them both. McDougal still had fourth 
place over Gerber, with Noell over 
Wilcox and Halcomb pitting in front 
of Duane Summers. 

With 18 minutes until the check- 
ered, the leaders came by as Roeseler 
rode like lightning over Pasqualotto 
and Grossi; Gerber pitted along with 
McDougal, while Noell pitted witha 
flatrear tire and got back out without 
losing a place. The checkers fell on 
Ron LaPointe, who was unhappy be- 
cause he had gone six laps and was 
now really ready to do another.

Rain the night before made racing 
questionable and many were ready to 
race after last night’s disappointing 
Oregon TT rainout.

Strong shot off the line to lead

Sass jumped to an early lead on the 
Vickery/Woody’s/Dunlop/DUMP- 
sponsored bike, but was soon passed 
by Orlando on a Dennis Zickrick- 
prepared MPC/Surtech/ Yamaha 
Loveland/Bassani/TK-7 bike. The 
challenge didn’t last long, as Orlando 
faded after three laps. Sass had a 
seven second lead by the halfway 
mark over second place rider Greg 
Smith (Yam). Sass was never chal- 
lenged again,- nor did Smith lose 
second place. Turner’ rounded -out 
the top three. 

Similar results characterized the 
Open Superbike and Open Produc- 
tion class races, with Sass campaign- 
ing his four-day-old FZ750.

Surratt slugs to 
CMC Pro win

GORMAN, CA, MAY 5 

A near-fight at the end of the 
first 125/500cc Pro moto and 
an actual slugfest at the end of 
the second blotted an otherwise 


very successful opening to the CMC 
Suzuki Spring Classic series here at 
Hungry Valley SVRA’s Quail Canyon 
race track with 296 riders participat- 
ing. Willie Surratt (Hon), living up 
to his nickname “Wild Willie,” rode 
beautifully to two class victories in 








both the 125cc and 250cc Pro classes, 
winning all four motos. He was also 
one of the participants in the fight. 

Action began late in the first moto. 
Surratt had taken the 125cc lead early, 
but was being hounded by Mike 
Brown. The race was being run with 
split starts and the 500s were the 
second wave. Late in the race, while 
lapping the 500cc back-markers, Sur- 
ratt was just barely clinging toa lead: 
Surratt and Brown then approached 
former 250cc National Champion 
Gary Jones, who was running fifth at 
the time in the 500cc Pro class. Surratt 
passed without incident, but when 
Brown attempted to do the same, 
Jones turned aggressive and fought 
the attack, perhaps believing Brown 
was in the 500s. For almost a full lap, 
Brown attempted to get by but could 
not, during which time the white flag 
appeared. 

On the final lap, Brown finally got 
by Jones; as he did so, he turned and 
screamed at Jones and then followed 
Surratt to the checkered. When they 
took the checkered, Brown waited at 
the exit for Jones, who moved to 
fourth place on the final lap. Then 
when Jones arrived, Brown began a 
heated discussion about the ethics of 
blocking the frontrunners. Jones was 
just as heated in his responses, and at 
one point even motioned to Brown to 
come on and fight. No blows were 
exchanged, however. 

The second moto was shortened 
from 11 laps to nine due to the late- 
ness of the program. Surratt again 
held the early lead, with Brown tail- 
ing him. Brown even caught and 
passed Surratt at one point, but less 
than a minute later, Surratt was back 
in front in a hard-contact dice for first. 

It was perhaps the aggressiveness 
used by both riders that had Brown 
again angered after the checkered 
came out in Surratt’s favor. The pair 
rode very slowly side-by-side from the 
track into the pits, each pointing fin- 
gers and shouting. They came to a

stop and apparently had concluded 
the verbal onslaught when Surratt 
began to ride away. Just as he did, 
Brown took a swipe at Surratt, glanc- 
ing the back of his helmet, which 
immediately set Surratt off, and the 
two riders went at each other. The 
fight was soon broken up and neither 
rider was penalized by CMC officials. 

Dan Berg, by the way, won the 
500cc Pro class, joining Surratt as the 
big money winners of the day.

When the dust clear- 
ed, it was Dubach with the win fol- 
lowed by Rutherford and Don Goet- 
tling (Kaw). 

In the first 250cc Intermediate moto, 
Bill Carson (Hon) led the pack fol- 
lowed by Chris Boice (Hon) and 
Brian Huff (Yam). In fourth place 
was Steve West (Yam), who by the 
second lap had charged his way into 
first place. Potter (Hon) started out of 
the top five, but by the second lap he 
had roosted his way into third place. 
The top three riders now were West 
in first, followed by Carson and Pot- 
ter. West charged on, giving his com- 
petition no chance to catch him, as he 
took the checkered flag first. Carson. 
followed; Potter was third. 

In the second moto Kenny Maddux 
(Yam) was leading Potter and Eddie 
Kennedy (Yam). But Potter then 
immediately charged by Maddux to 
take the lead. West got a fourth place 
start, but by the second lap, he made 
his way into second place and was in 
pursuit of Potter. On the third lap 
West passed Potter to take the lead, 
but Potter did not fall off the pace 
and repassed West on the same lap. 
On the fourth lap West Went down 
trying to retake the lead. The top 
three were now Potter, Maddux and 
Kennedy.

Matson put the move 
on Hauser, and took the lead on the 
first lap. On the move was fifth-place 
Parks as he diced his way into third 
place on the second lap. Matson led 
the moto followed by Hauser and 
Parks. But the order never changed, 
and Matson took the win and the 
overall, with Hauser second and Parks 
third.

Polecat

TWAINE HART, CA, APR. 28 
Dave Bertram (Cycle Gear/ 
O’Neal/Bel-Ray/Team Husky) 
led over 400 riders through the 
trees to take overall honors at 
the Merced Dirt Rider’s Little Polecat 
Enduro with an eight-point score. 
Jeff Irwin (Hi-Point/Inter-Link/Sun 
River/Husky) trailed Bertram by two 
points with a 10-point second over- 
all. 

Voted best enduro of 1983, the 
Merced club dished up another first 
class event. The course was an excel- 
lent mixture of tight trees, challeng- 
ing rock sections, and just plain old 
fun riding. Speed averages and resets 
were well placed to test everyone's 
riding and timekeeping abilities and 
yet allow riders to get in a little rest 
now and then. 

Karen Hubbard finished first in a 
combined B and C Womens class 
with 82 points, followed by Kathy 
Tuma in second and Julie Duffek 
third. First place in the C “Thumper” 
class was taken by Robert Warne 
with a 52-point score. A 56-point 
score gave Bill Bruce the second place 
trophy, followed in third by Todd 
Jarvinen in the Four-Stroke C’s. Super 
Senior C rider Bill Woolman topped 
his class with a 53 point score to beat 
Dave Cziraki in second with Alex 
Campbell coming in third. Mike Bet- 
tencourt trailed third behind second 
place Rocky Troth and first place Vet 
C rider Brian MacLean, who ended 
up with 39 points. David Well’s 45 
points beat Mark Shield and Scott 
Foster in the 200cc C class, while 
Marc Higgins turned in a 42 point 
score to better George Tuma’s 46 
point total followed by Wayne Wink 
Lunn in third place in the 250cc C 
class. Overall C honors were taken by 
Tim Wood in the Open C class witha 
36-point score. Wood just barely beat 
Ron DeShazer’s 37-point finish. 
DeShazer ends up top Open C rider 
because of Wood's overall finish. 
Second Open C rider Jeff Porter’s 43- 
point score easily beat Bobby Barne’s 
third place 47 point score. 

Doug Fuller was the best B class 
arrow-chaser of the day, taking the 
overall trophy with a 29-point score. 
Fuller beat all of the other B riders on 
his 200cc machine. John Silva took 
the first 200cc B slot, but didn’t fare as 
well as Fuller in the overall stand- 
ings. Silva’s 36 points put him in the 
eighth overall in the B class. Second 
and third place 200cc B trophies went 
to Bradley Mark and Robert See, 
respectively. Steve Joyce piloted his 
way to the top 250cc B, with a 37 
point total, with Chris Methot in hot 
pursuit in second, and David Mac- 
Donell in third 250cc B. Although an 
Open B didn’t take overall honors, 
the class as_a whole dominated the 
top 10 overall B finishers. Cliff 
McBride finished first in the Open B 
class with 31 points for a third overall 
B finish. Kirk Goddard and Kirby 
Wells took home the second and 
third place trophies in the Open B 
class: Ken Haleen gained respect of 
the B class on his four-stroke to win 
his class as well as take the second 
overall B slot with a 30-point score. 
John Vollenweider wasn’t far behind 
Haleen in the four-stroke B’s with a 
31 point score and a second place fin- 
ish. Third place four-stroke B was 
filled by Carl Henning. Steve Good- 
win's 40 point score placed him first 
in the Vet B class, followed by Glen 
Carrillo and Ken Baldwin, both with 
45 point scores. Carrillo beat Bald- 
win to the green and white flags for 





second place. With 46 points, Senior 
B rider Ralph Buffa won his class 
with a five point margin between 
second place Ron Goehring’s ride. 
Dan Baker trailed a point behind 
Goehring in third. John Vulk only 
needed 92 points to beat Super Senior 
B rider Norman Niles, but instead 
turned in a 67 point score to leave no 
doubt. Dan Welch rounded out the 
Super Senior class in third place. 

John Haaker, AMA District 36 
cross-country-Expert-turned enduro 
rider proved to the A class timekeep- 
ers that he is a rider to be reckoned 
with. Haaker’s 14 point score gave 
him the Overall A finish. 

Scott Taggart finished one point 
behind Haaker to take the first Open 
A position. Taggart, like many other 
A and B riders was lured into a well- 
setup special test, followed by a five 
minute break, followed one-tenth later 
by a check, which he burned by three 
minutes. Fortunately for him, and 
unfortunately for the Merced club 
was the fact that the clock at the check 
was one minute off, thereby disquali- 
fying the check. Jeff Henning’s 16- 
point score place him second in the 
Open A class, in front of third place 
Richard Adan. Duke Lambert rode 
his 250 Husky to first place in the 
250cc A class and second overall A 
win with a 14 point score. Bob Ter- 
williger’s 18 point score gave him the 
second place trophy, and Mitch Lenz’s 
20 points put him in third 250cc A. 
Don Hoagland was on the mark 
today to finish first in the 200cc A 
class with a 20 point score, beating 
second place Jeff Church, and third 
place finisher Jeff Neff. Lowell Spiva 
turned in a top-notch 16 point score 
to easily beat second place Vet A rider 
Bill Dart, who ended up with 20 
points. Russ Jones filled out the top 
three Vet As with a third place finish. 
Morris Norman took first place in the 
Senior A class from second place 
Randy Carles. Carles, who had been 
riding sportsman prior to this year 
has been dominating the Senior A 
class for the first half of the enduro 
season. Frank Showers, the top Senior 
rider in 1984, finished third in the 
Senior A class. At the end of the day, 
Bud Hamilton’s score card read 36 
points, which gave him better than a 
two-to-one margin of victory over 
second place finisher John Nelson in 
the Super Senior A class. Bob San- 
galli finished four points off Nel- 
son’s 80 point score for third Super- 
Senior A.

BRA cash payback

Some seventy riders converged 
upon Osage Raceway for to- 
day’s Borderline Racing Asso- 
ciation motocross, and were 
greeted to a well-prepared track and 
excellent racing weather. Pro rider 
Lee Vern Berry pulled off a pair.of 
overall victories, first displacing the 
125cc Pro field, then returning to top 
the 250cc Pro category as well. The 
Open Pro class was left up for grabs, 
and Lynn Hyde, carrying his new 
number one plate for 1985, captured 
his first overall win of the year. 

Berry took on the 250cc Pros by 
grabbing the holeshot and never giv- 
ing up ‘the lead.
